Have you ever stopped to think how 
many steps you take In a day’s time In 
doing kitchen work, and how many of 
these steps are unnecessary? The con- 
venience of the kitchen — the house- 
wife’s workshop — Is becoming n sub- 
ject of considerable study by both city 
and rural people. 

Give the rearrangement of the kitch- 
en the thought that It deserves, for It 
Is the most Important room In the 
home. Perhaps a window can be cut 
In the east or south wall to admit more 
light and ventilation. Some kitchens 
have too many doors. They might be 
made more attractive If one were per- 
manently closed and a cabinet for 
dishes afid cooking utensils built in Its 
place. A small, compact kitchen eaves 
many steps and much useless labor, 
but If the room Is large the arrange- 
ment of the kitchen stove, worktable, 
sink, Ice box, etc., near the pantry dour 
will accomplish the same results. 
Lighting, ventilation and heating are 
particularly Important In the kitchen. 
For ventilating purposes, o window 
that reaches nearly to the celling, with 
a top sash that can be readily raised 
or lowered, is especially good, as It lets 
out the hot air which naturally rises. 
In lieu of such a window, smaller ones 
for ventilating purposes may be pro- 
vided near the top, over the cupboard, 
table or sink. Glass panels In the 
doors are advisable. There can hardly 
be too many windows In a kitchen. 

Don’t let any vegetables go to waste 
this fall. It will be wise economy to 
store all that you do not can, dry, 
pickle, or brine. A well ventilated cel- 
lar is a convenient storage place. If 
there Is no available space there, an 
outdoor storage-pit Is satisfactory. Se- 
lect a well drained spot, pile the vege- 
tables In a shallow trench, cover with 
straw, then a layer of dirt, etc,, to pro- 
tect from freezing, and provide ven- 
tilation at the top. 

SKIM MILK FOR HUMAN FOOD. 

’ Value of This Product Frequently Un- 
derestimated In the Home. 

The food value of skim milk Is fre- 
quently underestimated In the home. 
As a feed for young farm animals and 
chickens It has long held an important 
place. However, It Is not generally 
recognized that as human food it Is 
equally valuable. Although the great- 
er part of Its fat Is lost In skimming. 
It Is proportionately richer In the es- 
sential tissut'-huliding materials than 
whole milk. It Is most commonly used 
In the home ns a nutritious beverage 
hut is also valuable in n variety of 
ways in cookery and in the prepara- 
of cottage cheese anil similar prod- 
. Only that which cannot be made 
of In the home should be used In 
feeding of stock. 

«> Idle skim milk is good for stock, 
the fact remains that Its highest ,ef- 
tlciency cannot be hud through turning 
It Into meat. Skim milk Is used most 
tH.tinoniicully In animal production 
when fe<l to hogs, yet it takes ‘.JO 
iHiuuds when fed alone to produce one 
pound of |M)rk. The same quantity 
will make three pounds of cottage 
cheese. In addition, cottage cheese con- 
tains one-third us much energy us 
|N>rk. so that the skim milk In the 
cheese form gives quite us much eu- 
•ergy and four and one-half times us 
much protein us it would it converted 
Into ham or bacon. 

Kven at the highest prices recently 
paid for hogs, skim milk ft-<l to tluau 
Is Worth not more than one cent a 
pound. Yet one cent a fiouud or ap- 
proximately one cent a pint, is very 
<'hea|i for any human food, and particu- 
larly for a food so high in nutritive 
Value as skim milk.

C RRISTMAS comes on apace, and 
the nsunl quesilon confronts ev- 
«Fy woman, "What shall I give 
iny Mends this year?" If the ontlay 
cannot be very much then It Is a good. 
Idea to make some usefti* article to 


on nearly every farm. Don’t let them 
go to wnste. Make them Into apple 
bqtter this fall. 

The familiar sight some years ago of 
making apple butter In a copper ket- 
tle hung over an outdoor fire Is not 
common these days. The housewife 
of today, however, has not lost the 
art but makes an equally good product 
on the modern kitchen range. Here 
are some of her recipes ; 

Apple Butter Without Cider. — When 
the handy elder press Is not avail- 
able and cider is hard to secure, some 
cooks make their apple butter from 
apples alone. Cook the apples In ns 
little water as possible and run through 
a sieve. Allow this sauce to simmer 
over a low Are two hours; then add 
a pound of brown sugar to each gal- 
lon of sauce and stir over the fire for 
two more hours. Just before remov- 
ing from the Are stir in cinnamon, all- 
spice, and cloves to taste — usually 
about one-half teaspoonful of each per 
gallon. 

Old-Fashioned Apple Butter.— •Wom- 
en famous In the art of cooking will 
tell you that no apple butter compares 
with that made by the long, slow cook- 
ing of apples In sweet boiled cider. 
Five gallons of sweet elder should be 
boiled down to two and a half gal- 
lons, then five gallons of sliced, pared 
apples — or five gallons of apple sauce 
— added and all cooked together over a 
slow Are for from four to six hours, 
stirring often.* If n tart butter Is de- 
sired no sugar need be added, but most 
people prefer some. If desired, add a 
pound of white or brown sugar for 
each gallon when the product Is about 
tw’o-thirds done. A half teaspoonful 
of ground cinnamon, allspice ttfid 
cloves are usually allowed to each gal- 
lon. Stir In at the end of the cook- 
ing. 

Apple butter may be kept by packing 
while hot In sterilized earthenware or 
glass Jars, allowing to cool and cover- 
ing with melted paraAln before placing 
the covers. 

A delldons war-time mnffln which 
Is new to most housekeepers can be 
made from potatoes and commeal. Use 
four tablespoonfuls of butter or other 
faL two of sugar, one egg well beaten, 
one cupful of mashed potatoes, one 
cupful of commeal, four teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, one teaspoonful of 
salt, one 'cupfiA of milk. Mix the in- 
gredients in the order given, drop In 
muffin tins, and bake 40 minutes In a 
hot oven. This makes twelve delicious 
muffins. 

Saving by Substitution. 

Rational food conservation does not 
mean that we shall be any less well 
nourished than heretofore. It Is based 
primarily upon the fact that we can be 
just as well If not better nourished 
when other foods are substituted In 
part or In whole for some of those we 
are occustoniPd to use most^freely. It 
means that the diet will perhaps be 
more varied in many cases and this 
wllf be a distinct gain since a varied 
diet Is more wholesome and attractive 
than a monotonous one. P'or example, 
It Is entirely possible to substitute 
peas, beans, cottage cheese, and Ash 
for part of the meat ordinarily con- 
sumed without los of nutritive value or 
jialatablllty. Potatoes may replace a 
certain amount of bread. Fruits and 
sweet potatoes may be used to save 
sugar. When frulfs and vegetables are 
abundant their use may l)e Increased 
without lessening the food value or at- 
tractiveness of the diet or seriously al- 
tering food habits. Farmers' Ilulletln 
871, “Fresh Fruits as Conservers of 
Other Staple Foods," tells bow this 
may bo done. 

A pantry well Ailed with home- 
canned and otherwise preserved fruits 
and vegetables means more varied, at- 
tractive and wholesome diet during the 
winter months, as well us cheaper liv- 
ing.

Only three patents 
were granted during the first year*

Under a law of 1842 patents 
were granted for only seven years. 
The time was afterward extended to 
14 and then to 17 years, the present 
time.

Sales of Liberty bonds were made 
to about IIM.OOO individuals, and the 
aggregate value of the bonds disposed 
of wus approximately 124,000,000. 

It is expectisl that the Uniteii States 
treasury department seal will he on 
the war service emhieiu nnd that tho 
emblems will be sent to a federal Judge, 
u I'nited States district attorney or to 
u postmaster In each district and pre- 
sented to the Scouts by these uflieiuls 
In the name of the secretary of tbe 
treasury with appropriate ceremony. A 
most stiinulatlag effect toward this 
young cltizeushlp will be tbe net and 
permanent result.

A home to some extent shows how 
progressive and ambitious its owner 
Is.

If it simply coii- 
slts of four walls and a roof It would 
rather quickly he said that the owner 
is content with small things and does 
not possess the ambition with which 
to advance.

than any others In the house. The 
beamed ceiling in the dining room 
shows good taste and It makes the 
dining room similar to the living room. 
This is desirable because the two 
rooms nre connected by the colonnade, 
giving an open run-together appear- 
ance. 

The stairway to the second floor is 
conveniently located in the buck part 
of the reception room, where also nre 
two closets for coats. People enter- 
ing from the side or rear often do so 
because of the dirt they bring into the 
house. The two closets and location 
of the stairway with respect to the 
side entrance allows such people to en- 
ter, hang up their coats and go direct- 
ly upstairs without trucking their dirt 
through the house. 

Among things in the kitchen which 
would be appreciated by the house- 
keeper are the two windows over the 
I sink nnd a place where the kitchen 
I table might he placed.

A door Is con- 
structed in this outer wall so that the 
refrigerator may he filled from the out- 
side. This is convenient from many 
points of view. 

Going to the second floor It will be 
noted tiiut the luudiug of the stuirwuy 
Is located in u buy of the house. This 
Is, from an artistic point of view, ul- 
ways looked on with favor. 

The hull has been centrally located 
so tliat It Is nut only convenient to go 
from one room to the other on the sec- 
ond floor, hut further thun this, a mini- 
mum of space has been taken up and 
it Is possible to have all of the other 
rooms larger. 

There are three bedrooms, a sleep- 
ing i*oreh and the bath off from this 
hall. Each of the bedrooms has nice 
large closets and from three to four 
windows, which allow plenty of light 
and make the rooms as cheerful us 
j any of the others In the bouse. 

A double door connects the sleep- 
ing porch with the buck bedroom. It 
can be entered either by way of this 
bedroom or directly from the hall. 
This makes it convenient to the bath 
or makes It jatsslble to use it us an 
individual sleeping room when neces- 
sary.

Charry talad.^ 

The • nice large 
canned cherries 
^ are preferable, fill 
I each with a filbert 
I and arrange eight 
I or ten on a bead 
lettuce leaf for 
each person. Pour 
ever a little dressing made from the 
cherry Jnice, olive oil and seasoning. 

Maple Parfalt— Beat three eggs, 
yolks and whites separately, until 
light. Scald a cupful of maple sirup 
and pour It boiling hot over the yolks 
of the eggs, fold In the whites and 
set aside to cool. Add a pinch of 
salt, two cupfuls of whipped cream, 
a teaspoonful of lemon Juice and 
freese. Serve after ripening for sev- 
eral hours. Sprink.e each, serving 
with chopped walnuts or pecans. 

Potato Croquettes, — Put two cup- 
fuls of mnshed potato through a 
ricer, add a tahlespoonful of butter, 
two tablespoonfuls of chopped parsley, 
a teaspoonful of onion Juice, and a 
well-beaten egg, salt, pepper and cel- 
ery salt to season. Form Into cro- 
quettes ond fry In deep fat, after dii^ 
ping them in egg and crumbs. 

Royal Sandwiches.— Cut fresh brown 
bread a quarter of an inch thick and 
cover It with the following mixture: 
Put three hard-cooked eggs Into a 
dish, odd four tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, a dash of red pepper, two table- 
spoonfuls of cooked ham, chopped, 
mix and rub through a sieve, then add 
two tablespoonfuls of whipped cream, 
spread this on the bread and sprinkle 
over It finely chopped celery, that has 
been chilled in Ice water, add a tea- 
spoonful of olive oil, a little vinegar 
and salt, place another slice of bread 
on top of this and butter the top, 
sprinkled with hard-cooked yolk of 
egg put through a sieve, and lightly 
with chopped parsley. Cut the bread 
In strips and serve. 

Pineapple Salad with Honey Dress- 
ing. — Arrange slices of fresh pineap- 
ple on lettuce and pour over the fol- 
lowing. Bent together three tahle- 
spoonfuls of olive oil, two tablespoon- 
fuls of honey, a tahlespoonful of 
lemon Juice and a dash of salt. Use 
at once. 

When whipping cream, add a table- 
spoonful of condensed milk to a bowl 
of whipped cream, and beat It well 
Just before , serving. It will add much 
to its deliciousness and Increase the 
quantity of the cream. 

A half-cupful of good-flavored cheese 
grated, then added to a dish of 
creamed toast, makes a highly nutri- 
tious dish.

HONEY DISHES.

God has given us tongues that we 
may say something pleasant to our 
fellow-man. 


A most delicious plum butter was 
that made by our grandmothers using 
honey Instead of sugar; 
Just try It with your 
plums and see, if it isn't 
worth remembering. 

Rice Pudding. — Take a 
half cupful of rice, two 
quarts of good milk, a 
pinch of salt and honey 
to sweeten, bake for 
three hours, stiiring 
often the first half of 
the cooking. Raisins may 
be added and a little butter if the milk 
Is not rich. 

Honey 6plee Cake.— Stir together 
until creamy one and a half capfuls 
of honey, one scant cupful of shorten- 
ing, add gradually two well-beaten 
eggs, one-half cupful of milk and 
three cupfuls of flour In which two 
tablespoonfuls of baking powder have 
been sifted, a tahlespoonful of allspice 
and a cui)ful of each of raisins and 
currants. When well-mixed turn Into 
a deep greased pan and bake la a mod- 
erate oven until brown. 

Baked Apples.— Core and peel five 
even-sized apples. Mix one cupful of 
fine bread crumbs, three tablespoon- 
fuls of honey, one-hulf teaspuonful 
each of cinnamon and lemon extract 
Fill the centers of the apples with the 
mixture and bake In a buttered dish. 

Cast Indian Pudding. — Soak three 
cupfuls of bread crumbs in two cup- 
fuls of cold water fur five minutes, 
then press out the water, mix well 
with a tablesixtonful of melted butter, 
add a quarter of a teaspoonful of salt, 
one-half teaspoonful of ciDDamon, one- 
half cupful of ralslos, five yulka of 
eggs, flavored with one-half a teusfMMo- 
ful of grated lemon peel. Bake in an 
earthen dish twenty-five minutes. 

Honey Ginger Snaps.— Into a double 
boiler put three-quarters of a cupful 
of shortening, one cupful of honey and 
two teuBpooofuU of ginger, euuk three 
minutes after reaching the boiling 
point, then set aside to cool. When 
cold stir In enough flour to make a 
stiff mixture, roll out thin and cut. 
bake in a quick oven. 

Honey added to lemon Juice makes 
a most delicious fruit sirup to serve 
on a fruit cocktail.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
THE PAST WEEK 

French Drive the Germans Back 
Toward Laon, Taking Many 
Prisoners and Guns. 

SPLENDID WORK BY AVIATORS 


Austrlana, Re-enforced by German 
Troops, Open Offensive Against 

Italians — Teuton Retreat in Riga 
Region — Liberty Loan a Sue- 
eeee-— Burleson Warns the 
Traitor Press. 

By EDWARD PICKARD. 

The French army made last week 
one of the most important advances of 
the fall campaign on the front north- 
east of Solssons. After a furious bar- 
rage by the artillery, the troops rushed 
forward for a gain of more than two 
miles, and when they rested, they were 
In a position to entllade the German 
lines all along the valley of the Allerte. 
Petain also now directly threatens 
Laon, the big railroad center that 
forms the southern extremity of the 
Hindenburg line, and can enfilade the 
crown prince’s troops that still hold 
the northern edge of the plateau that 
parallels the Cheinln des Dames. The 
German line running north to the for- 
est of St. Gobain Is in danger, and if 
this gives way, the enemy would have 
to give up his present front from 
Chavignon to St. Quentin. 

In this operation the French cap- 
tured Fort de la Malmalson and other 
strong positions and routed some of 
the finest troops in the German army, 
taking more than 8,000 prisoners and 
a great number of guns. The French 
aviators did especially good work dur- 
ing the battle, flying at a very low al- 
titude and breaking up with their ma- 
chine-gun fire several German attempts 
to counter-attack. 

The first French smash was made 
on Tuesday, and again on Thursday 
Petain’s forces struck hard, driving 
the ^ermans from Monkey mountain 
end other strong positions and advanc- 
ing to within eight miles of Laon. The 
number of prisoners was increased to 
12 , 000 . 

Another Advance In Flanders. 

The British, In Flanders, with the 
French co-operating, pushed forward 
about u thousand yards on n front of 
a mile uiul a half on Monday, taking 
some Important positions and getting 
astride the Ypres-Staden road. The 
Germans made desperate attempts to 
recover the ground, but succeeded In 
regaining only one farm at the edge 
of the lloutliolst forest. 

All week the allied aviators made 
destructive raids behind the German 
lines, dropping mftny tons of explo- 
sives uu munition works, lines of com- 
munication and other -military estab- 
lishments. 

Austro-Gsrman Drivs on Italisns. 

Responding to Austria’s call for help, 
the kaiser sent large bodies- of his 
troops to the scene of operations north 
of Trieste, and the combined forces of 
the central powers began a big offen- 
sive there on Wednesday. The Italians 
were expecting the move and declared 
themselves ready. Berlin admitted 
that the Teutons on the first day 
gained only some advanced positions 
of the Italians near Flitch and Tolniiuo 
and on the northern part of the Baiu- 
sixza plateau, but claimed to ba\e ta- 
ken d.miO prisoners. In the mutter of 
terrain General C'adorna has rather the 
best of it, though the Austrians hold 
some lofty mountain positions. A Brit- 
ish correspimdeut at the Italian front 
says the object of the enemy in mak- 
ing this drive Is as much political us 
military, the Germans tiavlug the mis- 
taken idea that the Italian people are 
tired of the war. 

Whence came the German forces 
that are aiding the Austrians has not 
been revealed, though it is likely they 
art from the Riga sector of the Ruo- 
alan front. The Germans announced 
at the beginning of the week that they 
Bad retired fur a cooslderuble dia tsQf^ 
there without telling why.

Though the fleet succeeded' In keeping 
the German son forces out of the Gulf 
of Finland for the time being, the 
enemy completed the occupation of the 
islands nt the mouth of the Gulf of 
Riga. The civil population of Reval, 
Ki^nstndt and in part of Helsingfors 
was removed, and the government pro- 
ceeded with Its plans of moving to 
Moscow. The worst of the news, how- 
ever, was that the council of soldiers 
and workmen had adopted a resolu- 
tion declaring the salvation of the 
country lay In the conclusion of peace 
as soon as possible and that all power 
must pass Into Its bands, and accusing 
Kerensky of openly favoring the kaiser 
and seeking to give Petrograd Into his 
hands. Furthermore, the council has 
given to Its delegate to the coming con- 
ference of the allies in Paris Instruc- 
tions that cannot full to he displeasing 
to the other allie.s. They cover the 
whole ground- and would result In a 
peace In some respects more German 
than Germany Itself dares to hope for. 

Another source of anxiety to the al- 
lies, Great Britain especially, Is Ire- 
land, With the able assistance of Ger- 
man agents, the militant Sinn Felners 
are becoming more ilWlant every day 
until now the whole west part of the 
island Is said to be on the verge of 
open rebellion. Several of the con- 
spirators have been arrested In thfe 
United States and others In Ireland. 

Germany Loses Zeppelin FleeL 

Germany, ridiculously indignant nt 
the promises of reprisals for her mur- 
derous air raids, threatened that “for 
every Ijrick which falls from peaceful 
German homes whole rows of buildings 
will be overthrown In Paris." Then 
she sent a big fleet of Zeppelins over 
England, their bombs killing 84 per- 
sons. From there the monster airships 
sailed across to France to punish 
Paris. But the Frenchmen were awake 
and such an army of aviators and 
storm of antiaircraft gunfire met the 
Invaders that four of them were 
brought down and three others were 
partly disabled and fled. One of the 
Zeppelins was captured uninjured and 
as It Is of the latest type It has been an 
Interesting object of study. A mighty 
roar of exultant laughter rose from 
France when the result of the kaiser’s 
attempt to carry out his threat became 
known. 

Preparing for Two Years Mora. 

Although America’s land -forces have 
not yet begnn to participate In the con- 
flict, It becomes more apparent dally 
that we will take a commanding part 
in the war. Great Britain and France 
make It plain that they rely on the 
United States to clinch the victory, 
and Uncle Sam Is girding up his loins 
for the mighty task. We are to be well 
represented In the coming conference 
In Paris, when It Is probable there will 
he mapped out a more definite and co- 
hesive plan of inilitary operations than 
has yet been followed. LIoyd-George 
and other leaders assert that peace is 
not In sight because no terms have 
been suggested that all can accept, 
and the nations are laying their plans 
for at least two years more of war- 
fare. It Is understood, and admitted 
by captured German officers, that the 
morale of the German army Is weaken- 
ing and tliat the food situation In the 
central empires is bad, but those who 
know do not claim that Germany’s 
fighting power la nearly exhausted. 
The political turmoil there continues, 
and there were nnconfirnied reports 
last week that Mk-huells had resigned 
the chancellorship. But all that dis- 
turbance does not help the allies a 
great deal. The emperor retunied to 
Berlin on Wednesday and began to 
deal wltli the i>nlltlcal crUU. The first 
I result was the taking of the portfolio 
of Internal affairs from Vice Chancel- 
lor Helfferich. 

Secretary of War Baker Intimates 
that the American troops may get into 
action in France very soon, that they 
will take part in the winter operations 
of the allies, and that they will be 
heavily re-enforced In the spring. He 
says they are in splendid physical con- 
dition and cfticlent Ilgliilug trim. They 
and their commanders have made 
themselves well liked there, and Gen- 
eral Pershing made himself more p^>p- 
ular than aver last week during the 
French advance north of the Alsue. Ac- 
companying the French commander as 
an observer, “Black Jack” quietly in- 
alsted on being taken to the first Ger- 
man treochea. and then on to the sec- 
ond line, and staid there under fire 
until he had aeso all ha wlahed to ae#.

tlon to the government and to the en- 
tire nation. During the last week sub- 
scriptions came In with a rush, under 
the urging of thousands of patriotic 
workers, and even the Philippines, 
Panama and Cuba responded nobly. 
Wednesday, by national and state proc- 
lamation, w-as celebrated everywhere 
as Liberty day. Great parades were 
held in every city and smaller ones in 
every town and village, and in the 
army training camps the boys carried 
out special programs and handed la 
their dollars for the cause of freedom. 
In some places the people dealt ip 
their ow-n way with certain pro-Ocr- 
man ohstructers of the loan, but noth- 
ing was done to Mayor Bill Thompson 
of Chicago, w-ho took no part what- 
ever In the city’s demonstration. His 
recent half-hearted conversion to open 
patriotism seems to have suffered a re- 
lapse. 

Curbing the Traitor Press. 

Postmaster General Burleson hns 
made public his plans for enforcing 
the espionage law against seditious 
publications, and gives this outline of 
w-hat he w-lll consider unmuilable 
printed watter: | 

Advocating or urging treason. In- 
surrection, or forcible resistance to 
any law of the United States. 

Conveying false reports or false 
statements intended to Interfere with 
the operations or success of the mili- 
tary or naval forces of the United 
States, or to promote the success of 
Its enemies. 

Intended to cause Insubordination, 
disloyalty, mutiny, or refusal of duty 
In the military or naval forces of the 
United States. 

Intended to obstruct the recruiting 
or enlisting services of the United 
States, to the injury of the services of 
United States. 

Matter the circulation or the pub- 
lication of which Involves the violation 
of any of the numerous other criminal 
provisions of the espionage act, but 
which are not of special Interest to 
publishers. 

Any matter printed In a foreign 
language containing any news Item, 
editorial, or other printed matter re- 
specting the government of the United 
States or of any nation engaged In 
the present war, its policies. Internal 
relations, the state or conduct of war, 
or any matter relating thereto, unless 
the publisher or distributors thereof, 
on or before offering the same for 
mailing, or in any manner distributing 
it to the public, has filed with the post- 
master at the place of publication. In 
the form of an affidavit, a true and 
complete tninslation of the entire ar- 
ticle containing such mutter proposed 
to be published. 

Food Regulation in America. | 

The food administration Inst week 
begun the daily publication of whole- 
sale prices of prime cominodities so 
that the housewives might know* wiiat 
the retailer should ask. But the con- 
sumers 8i>eedily found nut they could 
not buy at the suggested reasonable 
prices. The retailer said the whole- 
saler was to blame in that he was not 
coming down to the flgures set by Mr. 
Hoover and his aids. The lieenslug of 
wholesalers goes Into effect on Novem- 
bfy 1, however, and thereafter It will 
be easy to bring the balky ones to 
terms. The National Association of 
Wholesale Grocers met In Chicago and 
pledgtMl itself to the support of the ad- 
ministration regardless of diminishing 
profits, so the outlook for the consumer 
is bright. 

Throughout the country generally 
there Is evidenced a desire to coafurm 
to tlie regulation for one w heatless and 
one meatless day eaiii week. The ho- 
tels and restaurants are being watched 
by tile agents of the fiHMl administra- 
tion, but obedience to the rule In the 
home must depend on the patriotism of 
the individual. 

Belief from the sugar shortage It 
near, for the beet sugar crop will come 
in soon, and also the authorities per- 
suaded Suutberu producers to put on 
the market a great amount of cane 
sugar that was in storage. Now Mr. 
Hoover Is turning his attention to fats, 
and urges that waste In these be elhu- 
iuated. 

The coal situation Is beginning ts 
straighten out and the men are goluc 
back to work, though suppilea of the 
fuel are still very small. 

President John P. White of tha 
United Mine Workers has resigned to 
become adviser to Fuel Administrator 
Garfield, aird Frank J. Hayes, who suc- 
ceeded him, says ha has no aym»aUiy 
, with local atilkea or shutdownn

MACE BEATS SLASHER SLACK 

Firet of Englishman's Long Series of 

VIetorleo Which Msdo Him Cham- 
pion of tho World. 

Jem Mace defeated Slasher Slack 
In nine rounds at Mildenhall, England, 
on October 2, 1855. This was the 
first of Mace’s long series of victories 
which made him the champion of the 
world and the greatest boxer of his 
time. About four yeors before Mace 
had met Dicker Pratt In the ring, but 
Pratt was an experienced fighter and 
much heavier than Jem, and the lat- 
ter got a good trouncing. Before that 
time Mace had traveled over England 
playing the violin and giving sparring 
exhibitions at country fairs, and his 
experience with Pratt did not encour- 
age hitn to keep on os a pugilist. Sev- 
eral years passed before he ogain tried 
his luck in the arena, and his victory 
over Slack determined him to take 
up fighting as a profession. Mace 
had gypsy blood lo bis veins, although 
he was not a full-blooded son of Rom- 
any, as has been alleged. Small for 
a heavyweight, his science and skill 
enabled him long to maintain his su- 
premacy among the big fellows of Eu- 
rope and America.

IB all the big cities In France where 
onr men pass through in large num* 
bera, the Y. M. C. A. la operating 
hostels, where they can get beda and 
meals at a minimum cost In London 
the American Y. M. C. A. naa erected 
a large building for our soldlera-and a 
clubhouse for American offleera. 

There are Y. M. C. A. dugouta right 
behind the front line trenches, where 
the soldiers can get hot drinks, crack* 
era and other comroris at all hours. 

Over 2,000 men who had been reject- 
ed on account of pby.slcal disability 
bare been able to get Into the British 
army by rensnn of the physical work 
of the British Y. M. C. A. • 

A fleet of motor cars leaves the big 
Y. M. C. A. headquarters In London at 
midnight every night to pick up sol- 
diers who are wandering about the 
streets without any wholesome lodging 
In which to spend the night. These 
cars are operated by BngILshwomen 
of position and reflncinont, who report 
that they never meet any discourtesy 
at the hands of the soldiers. The Im- 
portance of this service can be esti- 
mated by the fact that at least 60,000 
soldiers are on leave In London every 
week. Over half of those sleep In T. 
M. C. A. beds every night. 

Entertainment on Vast Scale. 

The Y. M. C. A. has erected a big 
auditorium, seating 3,000, In each of 
the big draft camra, And huge Chautau- 
qua tents, seating 2,600 in the other 
encampments. The association la run- 
ning a 22 week entertainment circuit 
among the camps and is paying 16 
companies of entertainers, who are 
traveling to 30 camps performing be- 
fore the men. < 

In each of the draft campa the T. 
M. C. A. has ten secretaries engaged 
in educational work. The association 
la aeeing to it that every man who 
cannot speak English is taught to do 
so. In many of tne camps the asso- 
ciation has a singing director, who ti 
teaching the men to sing the popular 
and martial airs that do so much to 
keep up their spirits. 

Of 64 Y. M. C. A. men at Camp 
Dlx only three are being paid full sal- 
aries. In all the -camps the majority 
of the Y. M. C. A. men have left lucra- 
tive positions to do this work simply 
because its appeal is irresistible to 
any red blooded man. Harry Lauder, 
the famous Scotch singer and come- 
dian, now on his farewell concert tour 
in the United States, is giving all hi# 
spare time to the service of the asso- 
ciation and Is Binging to the soldier# 
at all the camps he can reach. ,

But you can't go on living ns rashly 
and uucnnccrnctlly ns you have until 
today, if you Intend to fulfill that 
hope. The boys and girls of England 
could not win the fight for dcmocrucy 
by continuing to dance the fox trot In 
the tearooms of Piccadilly. 

"Young Amerlen. ten to seventeen, 
for the present your work lies neither 
In the trenches nor in the munition 
plants; but the world does nsk you to 
Jump to your feet and do something I 

"Boy Scouts, you are doing some- 
tliiug. You arc Jumping to attention 
all over this dear land of ours wher- 
ever and whenever the call comes for 
such service as boys can do. You have 
set up before yourselves a great stand- 
ard. For the Scout law la tbe law by 
which all Americans, young and old, 
must live. If America Is ever to be the 
splendid land of liberty we want her to 
be; and it is the law on which the fu- 
ture pence of the world must rest.” 

SCOUTS AS LITTLE BROTHERS. 

The plan of the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica to adopt a "big brother” from 
among the men who are being nccept- 
eed fur government service Is being 
taken up all over the country. Each 
Boy Scout promises, us a rcprc.scula- 
tive of his big brother, to drop around 
to tho soldier’s house at least twice a 
week to see whether there is anything 
ho can do for the family, especially if 
there is no one in the home except old 
people. The Scout will undertake to 
carry ns much cheer there us possible, 
as well, as being on the lookout fur 
some bit of service he can render to 
make things easier. He is also going 
to see to it that his big soldier brother 
is to be kept informed os to the home 
news, including the progress of affairs 
in the busebull world and the many 
other Interesting things thut a boy 
might think of to write and the details 
of which might be overlooked by the 
older people. 

The soldier should certainly grasp 
this opportunity to get us a “little 
brother” one who will be Interested In 
all he is doing und to whom be enn 
write and from whom he cun get the 
rent news from liouie, such us how the 
place looks and what the folks are 
saying und doing. If the soldier has 
no relatives that he cun write to al>out 
Ills needs, the frlcudliuess of the Boy 
Scout of America will do much to sup- 
ply tbe luck. 

SCOUTS WEAR HAT BADGE. 

The increased use of the khaki uni- 
form by members of the United States 
army, militia, homo-defense leagues 
und other governiaent orguuizations 
makes It desirable fur tho Buy Scouts 
of America to avoid confusion by the 
similarity of such uniforms to those 
worn by Us ow^ melubers. 

Section yjr» of the army reorganiza- 
tion law speeltlQully excepts only the 
Boy Scouts of America from the provi- 
sions restricting to tbe members of 
the United States army, navy and ma- 
rine corps the right to wear uniforms 
peculiar to those brunches of the gov- 
ernment service or sliullar thereto. Al- 
ready the war department is beginning 
to enforce this law regarding the au- 
thorized wearing of such uniforms. 

Id order thut the Boy Scouts of 
America may be readily recognized at 
any time in ruse they are ueediHl for 
service. It bus been decided by nation- 
al headquarters, for tbe period of (be 
war at least, to require all Scouts to 
wear their budge of rank at all times, 
either on tbe coat or shirt, or better 
still wear a metal badge of rank uu 
the front of the hat, as has been the 
practice of the English Scouts sl^ce 
the date of their orgunizutiuu. 


SCOUT ACTIVITIES.

headquarters since tbe beginning of tlie 
Scout garden luuveiueut, with the slo- 
gan, “Every Scout to Feed a Soldier,” 
has a troop gurdeo or individual Scout 
garden.

For nent appearance, itlciislng hnl- 
unce and linrmnnlnus color .scheme, the 
little house shown in the accompanying 
Iicrspccllvc view Is attractive to a 
marked degree. One of the principal ' 
features of I lie design is a porch whicli ' 
is tluirouglily adaptable to the design, i 
Tho house cxprcssi's ctmifort and luis- 
pitaiity in its appearance, due very 
largely to the effect of I lie porch. A 
low arched elTcct Is used across tho 
front of tlie house nnd the ends of the 
porch have a similar treatment ; the 
vertieiil measurement of tlie curve is 
tho .same for tliese two iirclied elTects, 
however, wlilcli gives tlint at the end 
consldorahly more of n curve than Hint 
across tho front of the liouse. The 
graceful effect olitiilncd by tlie use of 
these false arches is well shown in tho 
por.spoctive view. 

The typical bungalow lines nre not 
sacrificed In nny way by making this 
homo of the story-iind-ii-hnlf type. The 
low flat dormer hronks up the roof ex- 
panse nnd gives n decorative touch to 
the design while, nt the snme time, 
iibundiint light is furnished to one of 
the rooms on the second floor. Rafter 
ends nre exposed across the width of 
the main roof and the dormer roof. 
Sixtoen-llght windows are provided In 
the dormer nnd large plate gin.ss win- 
dows of the double hung type, having

DO IT NOW 
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Tbc woinrn of Italy and France nre 
mnktnR mllllonR of rntlon heaters for 
the use of aoldiers In the trenchea and 
in the htRh Alps, where coni ennnot be 
senL They nre made of old newspa- 
pers and pnrnmn, for which old candle 
ends nre used. There are thousands 
of tons of old newspapers nnd millions 
of candle ends In this country thnt 
may l»c converted Into fuel for the use 
of men at the front, or In ennips. or to 
snve klndliiiK ot home. The war Is 
tenchinp us oi*onomy, nnd this lesson, 
once learned, will not be altogether * 
forgotten. 

It Is so easy to make rntlon heaters 
"Hint children do the work as suceess- 
fully a.s anyone nnd enjoy doing It. 
The Italian NatlonnI society gives the 
following directions for making them: 

“Spread out four newspapers, eight 
sheets In nil, nnd begin rolling nt the 
long end. Roll ns tightly ns possible, 
until the papers nre half rolled, then 
fold back the first three sheets toward 
the rolled part nnd continue to wrap 
nround the roll almost to the first fold, 
then fold hack nnother three sheets 
nnd continue to wrap around the roll 
ogain up to the last margin of the pa- 


per. On this margin, consisting of two 
sheets, spread a little glue or pnstoj 
nnd continue the rolllug, so ns to make! 
n compact roll of paper almost like a I 
torch. If six of the sheets nre not j 
turned under, tliere will be too many 
edges to glue. 

While the newspapers may he cut 
along the line of the colninns before 
rolling nnd the Individnni columns 
rolled separately, ns Is done In the 
making of the trench candle In France, 
It Is easier to roll the whole newspaper 
Into n long roll nnd then cut It Into 
short lengths. A sharp curving knife, 
n pair of pruning shears, or an old- 
fnshioned hay cutter will cut the rolh 
easily. These little rolls must then h< 
buled for four minutes In enough pur 
nfiln to cover them, then taken out 
nnd cooled, when they are ready to be 
put In bags nnd sent to the front." 

There Is nothing that soldler.s in the 
trenches will ho more grateful for than 
this means of wanning their food or 
building a fire, and nothing easier to 
make for them. Schoolchildren nre 
being taught to inaUe them. When 
they are finished they are placed In 
large hags and sent to the nearest 
lied Cross haadquarters.

TASTY POODS FOR THE FAMILY. 

A well-made salad Is always an ap- 
peal to the appetite: 

Fruit Salad.— 

Take one cupful of 
white grapes, four 
applbs. throe 
o r n n g o s, four 
sllcca of canned 
pinenpple, one enp- 
fiil of mixed nut- 
monts. I’nt n half 
cupful of vinegar, 
two tahle.spoonfuls of sugar, half a 
teaspoonfiil of white popper, the same 
of anlt, bring to the boiling point. 
Hlontl fotir tahlespoonfuls of butter 
with a tnhle.opoon of flour, then ndd 
to the hniling hot vinegar, eook for 
five minutea, then remove from the 
lire nnd stir in a well-henten egg. Set 
In n cool plnco for two hours. I’eel 
tho apples nnd oranges nnd cut them 
In small cubes, mix with the grapes 
cut In halves nnd seeded, ntld the nuts 
and pour the dressing over the fruit. 
Horvo with whipped cream. 

Tomato and Orange Salad. — Take 
six firm ripe tninatoe.s and six oranges, 
two tahlespoonfiils of ehopped parsley, 
all dressed with French dres.sing. 
Peel the oranges nnd tomatoes and 
arrange tn alternate sllees In n salad 
howl. Mix Hie Juice of the ends of 
the oranges with nn equal quantity of 
tarragon vtm^nr, adil a few tahle- 
spooiifuls of olive oil and pour over 
llie fruit. Sprinkle with chopped 
parsley and chill before serving. 

Perfect Layer Cake. — Mix two tnhlo- 
spoonfuls of butter and a teuspoonful 
of lard with one nnd a quarter cupfuls 
of sugar until well hlended, hut not 
creamyj then add three-quarters of a 
cupful of sweet milk, a pinch of salt, 
and a generous grating of nutmeg; sift 
In one and a half cupfuls of pastry 
flour which has boon minced with one 
nnd n half tenspoonfnls of baking pow- 
der; bent for two minutes, then drop 
In two unbeaten egg yolks and beat 
the batter again for two minutes; fold 
in the stifliy, beaten whites and put 
Into well-greased nnd floured layer 
cake pans. Bake In n hot oven 15 
minutes. Allow the cake to cool be- 
fore removing from the pans, nnd use 
any desired filling for the cake. Orange 
filling with a chocolate frosting Is one 
especially well liked. 

Apple Salad. — Take 1‘J ripe apples, 
six bananas, one cupful of whipped 
cream, one nnd n half cupfuls of sugar 
nnd one lemon. Whip the cream and 
ndd half the sugar to It Slice all the 
fruit very tliin, add the grated rind 
nnd Juice of the lemon and the re- 
mainder of the sugar. Serve In sher- 
bet cups with whipped cream on top. 

Reet Salad. — -Chopped cooked beets 
mixed with a half cupful of blanched 
almonds finely minced, a cupful of 
diced celery to two cupfuls of beets, 
all well mixed with a cupful of may- 
onnaise dressing which has been tinted 
pink with a little fruit colorings. Serve 
on lettuce leaves. 

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 

For tired and aching feet a teaspoon- 
ful of formaldehyde In a bowlful of 
water will rest and re- 
move pain. 

Glycerin is a good 
lubricant for the food 
chopper, as It leaves no 
taste or disagreeable 
odor. 

A half tenspoonful of 
glycerin added to a pint 
of grape jelly before It Is 
poured Into the glns.ses 
will prevent tho forma- 
tion of tartaric acid. 

To freshen rolls, dip in cold water 
and place In a paper bag twisted tight- 
ly to hold In the steam ; place In a hut 
oven for a few minutes. 

A fliislUIgbt Is most useful, even In 
the kitchen, for looking at food In the 
dark oven, peeping Into dark corners 
or drawers. 

A cupful of hot cocoa taken before 
retiring will ward off sleeplessness. 

A thermo Imttle la a valuable aid to 
keep drinks hot for the sleepless. 

A half cupful of olive oil or any 
sweet oil taken ns an antidote for poi- 
son will neutralize any mineral or veg- 
etable poison. 

A turklsh towel wrung out of very 
hot water and applied to the back of 
the neck will often relieve a sick head- 
ache in a few minutes. 

Wash cloths made of several folds 
of cheesecloth stitched together are 
most convenient for traveling, as they 
dry quickly. 

To cool a bed for a fever patient or 
In bot weather, place a sheet of mat- 
ting between the sheet and the mat- 
tress and fill a hot-water bottle with 
Ice-water and place it beneath the pil- 
low. The bed will be cool and com- 
fortable. 

Grated potato will relieve inflamed 
eyes. Place In a cloth and apply to 
the eye. It Is especially grateful and 
cooling. 

Add a cupful of cotiked rice to the 
meat loaf; It will go farther, and cut 
with a moist, firm slice. 

To remove stains on white gar- 
ments: Tie a teaspoonful of cream of 
taitar In that part of the garment that 
has the stain, and boil In tbe usual 
inuuner.

Italian Armies Drawn up Behind 
Tagliamento River to Fight 
Teutonic Invaders. 

ALLIES RUSH TO THE RESCUE 


Cadorna’a Lotaes Severe But United 

Nation Supports Him — Germans 

Lose More Ground in Flanders 
— American War Taxea 
Become Effective — 

More Luxburg Plot- 
ting Exposed. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The great Austro-Germnn drive Into 
northeastern Italy, and the magnifi- 
cent resistance to tlie invasion orgnn- 
Ixed by General Cadorna backed by 
n united and tliorouglily nronsed coun- 
try held the center of the war stage 
last week. For slrnteglc reasons, tlie 
Italian general staff would not per- 
mit publication of full details of the 
operations, but this much is known: 
The northern Italian army, the weak- 
est of all, was broken by a furious 
surprise attack wlille feint attacks 
were being made further south ; the 
First army, lunl in turn the Tlilrd, be- 
ing outflanked, were compelled to fall 
back across the Isonzo and into the 
Friuli plains. Tin* Tliird army, un- 
der the command of the duke of Aosta, 
retreated in orderly faslUon and saved 
all its guns and material, Init the otl>- 
ers lost about ISti.OOO men and l.riOO 
guns, and innnense quantities of 
stores were destroyed to keep tbeni 
from falling into tlie enemy’s liands. 
Generally speaking, flte retreat was 
conducted in n masterftil way and tlie 
armies fell bnek to tlie Tagliamento 
river, while tlie rear ginirds delayed 
the pursuing Teutons and the cavalry 
hnrassed tlieni. Meanwhile tlio Ger- 
mans were trying liard to break 
tlirougb the riirnlc Alps In order to 
turn tlie left flunk of tlie Tagllaniento 
line, lint tlie troops In the pusses at 
lust accounts were liolding tliem fairly 
well. In ease they sliould give way. 
Count Cndorna had a second line of 
defense reiiily along tlie Pluve river. 

The first Impetuous and almost nn- 
Inipeded riisli of tlie Austro-Genniin 
forces had died down liy Thursday, 
when tlie center of their Ilne had iid- 
vonced to wlililn four miles of the 
Taglluniento northwest of IMine. Ry 
that time they were In contact with 
the Italians at many points and were 
meeting with stubborn reslstanee, 
which was giving Cadorna opportunity 
to consolidate his defenses and to re- 
store enniplete order and discipline. 

Rome large units of the Italian army 
made a stand on the lefj hunk of the 
THgllniiii-tilo, hut the Teutons pene- 
trated tlieir line, raptured the bridge 
head positions nt Codrolpo and Uig- 
niino, and took fiO.tkX) more prisoners. 
The (wo main forces then faced each 
other on ojiposlte sides of the river. 

Italy LJnited, Alliea Helping. 

If Germany hoped by this Invasion 
to weaken Italy's war spirit anil to 
cause tiiierniil dissension, it was hiidly 
fooled, for the opposite has come 
about. All factions sprung Instantly 
to the siipiiort of the governnient. all 
reserves were called to the cilors Im- 
mediately, hundreds of eonvalesceiit 
I oftieers pleadeil to l>e sent Itiick to 
tli<‘ir commands, and from all iniris 
of the kingdom siipiilles, munitions 
and men were rushed to the front, ev- 
ery iiieuns of trans|)ortiiflon being 
utilized solely by the lullitury author- 
ities. ' 

Perhaps most lni|Kirtaiit of all. In 
the long run, was the effect on the al- 
lies of Italy. Great iirituin and 
l-'ranoe at once begun hurrying re-eii- 
forcetneiits — men and guns — Into Italy, 
and Aiiieriea. without u nionieut's hes- 
itation, east aside all ex|K>rt restric- 
tions in favor of the Invaded country, 
and permitted her to take whatever 
materials she wanted. We also ar- 
ranged to give Italy a large amount of 
shipping to aaaist her own merchant 
iiiaiiue In taking over the needed sup- 
plies. and extended to her a new credit 
of |230.UUO,000. It la said Italy had 
^g been aaklng fur muoltloaa fruu 


the allies, though this is denied by the 
London press. However, the military 
leaders of the entente are now awake 
to the importance of the Italian front, 
and there are Indications that they 
will concentrate much of their efforts 
there during the winter, when opera- 
tions in Flanders must necessarily he 
baited. This will be f^ accordance 
with the advice of nn Italian general 
given many months ago and hitherto 
ignored. The question of a Joint allied 
war council to direct operations on All 
fronts Is made mhre Imperative by the 
Italian affair and may he settled at 
the coming conference In Paris. Ev- 
eryone admits that lack of team work 
has been responsible for most of the 
reverses the allies have suffered. 

It Is expected that Germany will 
now make n new suggestion of peace, 
as she has done after each of her suc- 
cessful drives, and also It Is expected 
that the allies will reject It with scorn, 
ns in (he past. 

In Russia the peace agitation Is 
dying down because of the German 
«>peratlons In the Gulf of Riga and the 
peril of the Gulf of Finland ports and 
of Petrngrnd. The crisis there served 
to strengthen the hands of the Ker- 
ensky government, and even the ex- 
treme Socialists and other radical fac- 
tions are urging the array to resist 
further German advances. There was 
little fighting on the Russian front lust 
week, and the German fleet apparently 
had abandoned or postponed its plans 
to enter the Gulf of Finland. 

Good Gains In Flanders. 

Attention must not be wholly di- 
verted from the western front by the 
invasion of Italy. There was desper- 
ate fighting In Flanders, In the course 
of which the French and British, with 
the efficient aid of the Belgian troops, 
made some very important gains. In 
the swamps south of Dixinude the 
French and Belgians took Morckem 
peninsula and the village of Luyghem. 
A little further south the British kept 
up their attacks on the part of the 
Pnsscliendaele ridge still held by the 
Germans, and the Canadians led In nn 
offensive which carried them almost 
Into the town Itself. Further progress 
on this line will probably result In the 
capture of Roulers, an Important rail 
c<'nter only six miles nm-lhenst of the 
ridge and already dominated by the 
British guns. 

Along the Alsne and In the Verdun 
region the French stjccessftilly with- 
stood nil the nttiK^vs of the crown 
prince and Inflicted heavy losses on 
him. 

The allied aviators were especially 
busy dtirlng the week, dropping many 
tons of explosives on mnnition facto- 
ries, depots, railway stations, acr- 
ilroincH and all other military objec- 
tives within their reach. They do not 
sc* m yet to have started on a cam- 
paign of retaliatory raids on German 
towns, hut that may come quickly, 
since Germany on Wednesday night 
sent some thirty airplanes In seven 
groups across the water to bomb Lon- 
don and other parts of England. Also 
the German aviators made u few more 
raids on Nancy. 

In Africa ami Mesoi>utamla the Brit- 
ish made considerable progress last 
week, and they also announced the 
capture of Beersliebu !n Palestine. 

Count George von Ilertllng, prime 
minister of Bavaria, hat been ap- 
pointed German ehaneellor, but seems 
to liMve well grounded fears that he 
eaniKit <’ontrol a majority of the releh- 
stag. He is fully acceptable only to 
the Catholic center grotip. Helfferleh 
resigned as vice chnneellor and was 
sneceeded by Friedrich von Payer, a 
progressive. 

Another U. S. Transport Torpedoed. 

On Thursday the navy department 
announced that another American 
Irnfisport, the Finland, had been 
struck by a torpedo when homeward 
Ixiiind. No one aboard was Injured and 
the vessel was little hurt that she 
returned to rs»rt under her own jsiwer. 

The sinking of the .Antilles brought 
about an annouiueiuent from Secre- 
tary ItanleU that hereafter naval 
crews will man all transports curry- 
ing American soldiers to France. The 
report of the British admiralty showed 
a marked fulling off in the number of 
submarine victims for the week. 

Sir Erie Geddea. first lord of the 
admiralty, gave parllan>eut aoiua tn- 
tereating facts concerning the subma- 
rine campaign, stating that between 
40 and SO tier cent of the German U- 
boats o[>eruting In the North sea, the 
AiLantt; and the Arctic have been

sunk, and that the German claims as 
to tonnage sunk by Ruhinnrines are 
grossly exaggerated. In the course of 
his address he said he could ace no 
signs of an early peace. 

No news of Importance came from 
the sector where General Pershing’s 
men are on the front line. The first 
member of the expedition to be wound- 
ed In the trenches was a lieutenant of 
the signal corps. Uls Injuries were 
not serious. 

American War Taxes in Effect. 

November 1 brought, to the Araerl- 
enn people a sharper realization of the 
flnnncini burdens of the war, for on 
that day the following war taxes be- 
came elToctlve: 

On odmlsslnns to nil places of 
arausemont except religions and chari- 
table entertainments and .shows whose 
maximum charge Is S cents and out- 
door shows In amusement parks charg- 
ing 10 cents or les.s, 1 cent for each 10 
cents or fraction thereof. Children un- 
der twelve charged flat tax of 1 cent. 

On (lues of all clubs with dues of 
$12 per year or more, except fraternal 
orders on the lodge system, 10 per 
cent of amount of dues. 

On nil freight, 3 per cent. 

One cent for every 20 cents or frac- 
tion thereof for express packages. 

Railroad and boat fares, except sea- 
son and commutation tickets for 80 
miles or less or individual fares of 35 
cents or less, 8 per cent of amount. 

On seats, berths and staterooms on 
cars or boats, 10 per cent. 

On oil delivered by pipe line, 5 per 
cent of charge. 

On telephone, telegraph or radio 
message costing* 15 cents or more, 5 
cents per message. 

On all the Insnrance, 8 cents for 
each $100 of new insurance, except In- 
dustrial Insurance for $500 or less, 
which bears 40 ijer cent of the first 
weekly premium. For each dollar or 
fraction thereof of fire, marine, tnlund 
or cusunit.v Insurance, 1 cent. 

On cigars, 2.5 cents to $7 per thou- 
sand; on cigarettes, 80 cqnts to .$1.20 
per thousand ; on lohucco and snuff, 6 
cents per pound; on cigarette papers, 
one-half to 1 cent per hundred. 

The Increased postal rates went Into 
effect on November 2. 

Food Prices Under Control. 

On the oilier linnd, Thursday was 
welcomed by. ihe consumer, for then 
It was that the licensing of wholesale 
grocers mid other food producers went 
Into effect. This Is supposed to bring 
about a considerable reduction In the 
prices of the nation’s food, for Mr. 
Iloovcr and hIs olds tlx the wholesale 
prices, and tlien control the retailers 
by not piTiiilttlng wholesalers to sell 
to those who seek to obtain extortion- 
ate prices from the consumers. The 
whole thing Is very complicated and 
wlll^n quire several weeks to. get Into 
smooth rnnning order, but It promises 
to be effective. All citizens ara ra- 
quested to report any Instances of 
“profiteering," and these will be at- 
tended to promptly. 

The lleensliig system was applied 
also to the live stock and packing In- 
dustries. the government thus assum- 
ing control of the nation’s meat busi- 
ness with Ihe Intention of reducing 
prices and conserving supplies. 

The nation has entered heartily Into 
the spirit of meatless and wheatless 
days, only pro-Oermnns and the almost 
equally culpable selfish ones refjising 
to deny themselves to that extent for 
Ihe benefit of the common cause of civ- 
ilization. 

Another good step taken by Mr. 
Hoover was the closing of the Elgin 
hoard of trade, which for half a cen- 
tury has been urhilrarily fixing butter 
prices for the country. 

Another Luxburg Expos*. 

Secretary Lansing hist week puh- 
IlshtMl two additlona’ telegrams sent 
by Fount Luxburg to the German for- 
eign office, revealing plainly Ger- 
many's aims to overthrow the Monroe 
doetrine and obtain a fistiliold In 
South .\merica, especially South Bra- 
zil. as the first step in subjugating the 
entire continent. Luxhurg alluded to 
the |)eople of South America aa “Indi- 
ans under a thin veneer." Both Argen- 
tina and Fhtle may now be farced to 
di-rlare their attitude. 

The federal trade eoinmlssion has Is- 
sued regulations under which enemy- 
owned patents and copyrights will b« 
licensed for manufactur* by cltlccas 
of the United Statea. The order a(- 
fei-ts aom* 20,000 artlclea, laclndlng 
aalvaraan aud other drugs, dyeatuff 
formulas and Important' mediaalcal 
devices.

Players Has Been Turned Over to 
Him— Turner Barber Is Latest 
Player Sold. 

Johnny Dunn, prc.sldent and man- 
ager of the Baltimore Orioles of the 
International league, formerly of the 
Brooklyn Nationals, Is in a class by 
himself when It comes to picking out 
hall players, developing them and then 
disposing of them to major league 
clubs. In the 12 years that Dunn has 
managed the teams of Providence and 
Baltimore $150,000 has been turned 
over to him in cash and players for the 
23 he has sent to tho big show. His re- 
cent sale of Turner Barber, formerly 
of the Washington Americans, to the 
Chicago Cuba foC $15,000 Is the high- 
est price Dunn has ever received for a 
single chattel. 

Of the many record sales transacted 
by Dunn the most noteworthy Is the 
ease of George Twombly. Fresh from 
a high school team just outside of Bos- 
ton, Twombly reported tO Dunn about 
six years ago. He was n shortstop, 
and about as rank a one ns could he 
found. Dunn saw a chance of devel- 
opment and hung on to the lad. Later 
In the season he tried three times to 
farm Twombly, but each time he was 
returned. The next year Dunn suc- 
ceeded In getting Twombly a Job In a 
small league, and he made good. A 
third yenr found him In the New York 
State league and the fourth be was a 
star for Baltimore. 

When the Federal league Invaded 
Baltimore Dunn sold Twombly to Cin- 
cinnati for $,'■.,000. The Reds didn’t 
like him, and they gave him back to 
Baltimore with the understanding that 
Dunn rould have him If he would live 
up to the contract Twombly had signed 
In Redland. Back with Baltimore 
Twombly hit well over .300, and last 
winter Dunn sold him again. The Bas- 
ton Braves were the purchasers this 
time, and $2..500 was the amount they 
gave up. Now Twombly is back In the 
International league with Providence.

Thanksgiving is not a day; It ia 
a habit We cannot be thwkful 
on Thanksgiving day unleaa we 
have been learning how every 
other day in the year. ‘There 
are some simple rules: Walk 
on the sunny aide of the street; 
live as much as possible in the 
best room in the house; think 
about your friends, not your 
enemies; talk about your good 
luck, not your bad. These are 
some of the ways of acquiring 
the spirit of che^ulness which 
Is the only soil on which the 
flower “Thanksgiving" will grow. 


T he InstThnnksglvlng proclama- 
tion of the revolution was re- 
ported to congress October 18, 
1783, by Dunne, Samuel Hunt- 
ington and Holten. It was written by 
Mr. Dunne nnd given to the people on 
the second Thursday In December. It 
expresses thanks for the discharge of 
troops In the following words : 

“l^ereas. It has pleased the Su- 
preme Ruler of all human events to 
dispose the hearts of the late bellig- 
erent powers to put a period to the 
effusion of human blood, by proclaim- 
ing a cessation of all hostilities by 
sea and land, and these United States 
are not only happily rescued from the 
dangers and calamities to which they 
have been so long exposed, but their 
freedom, sovereignty nnd Indepen- 
dence are ultimately acknowledged; 
and, whereas. In the process of a con- 
test on which the most essential rights 
of human nature depended the inter- 
position of divine providence in our 
favor hath been most abundantly and 
most graciously manifested, and the 
citizens of these United States have 
every reason for praise nnd gratitude 
to the God of their salvation ; . . . the 
United States In congress assembled 
do recommend It to the several states 
to set apart the second Thursday In 
December next as a day of public 
thanksgiving.” 

The first national Thanksgiving to 
be promulgated after the adoption of 
<he Constitution of the United States 
was written by Washington nnd issued 
on October 3, 1789. This was a gen- 
eral recommendation of thanksgiving 
for the establishment of the Constitu- 
tion. The whereabouts of the original 
of this Instrument Is unknown. The 
earliest Thanksgiving proclamation of 
Washington us president in the pos- 
session of the department of state is 
one dated January 1, 170S, and was 
issued in view of the suppression of 
the rebellion in western Pennsylvania, 
which for a time threatened the safety 
of the union. 

This document was written by Alex- 
ander Hamilton, secretary of the treas- 
ury, and bears aiuendments by Ed- 
mund Randolph, S4-cretury of state. 
The original copy is yellow and the 
Ink is faded, but it is yet legible. It 
Is the engrossed copy which bears the 
great seal of the United States and the 
signatures of Washington and Ran- 
dolph. The proclamation is as fol- 
lows : 

“When we review the (mlamlties 
which atillct so many other nations, 
the present condition of the United 
States affords much of consolatlou and 
satisfaction. Our exemption hitherto 
from foreign war, an Increasing pros- 
pect of the continuance of that exemp- 
tion. the great degree of Internal tran- 
quility we have enjoyed, the recent 
confirmation of that tranquility by the 
sui>presston of an Insurrection which 
ao wantonly threatened It. the happy 
^xturse of ouf public affairs in general. 
She unexampled prosperity of all clasa- 
of our citisens, are circumstances 
(Which peculiarly mark our situation 
with indications of the dlvtna beoefl- 
cence toward ua. In such a sute It is 
an espedal manner our duty as a peo- 
ple. with devout reverence and affec- 
llonutc gratltode, to acknowledge our 


W E CELEBRATE that great 
holiday. Thanksgiving, at 
this season.

We may sigh dis- 
contentedly and say, “Well, last year I 
bad many more reasons to be thank- 
ful than I have this year," but If we 
are fair and honest with ourselves we 
will have to admit that, even If 
troubles came our way, the blessings 
that followed them were far greater 
in number. 

Who has not read the story of that 
first Thanksgiving Day? Fancy a 
woman in these times enduring the 
hardships and worries those strong 
hearted New England pilgrims en- 
dured; and what a wonderful lesson 
in unselfishness they have banded 
down to us 1 

Argue and elaborate as we will on 
our burdens, we know fate has been 
good to us. Life is not all sunshine. 
If It wore we would very soon grow 
tired of life. Disappointments, set- 
backs, dlsillusionnients come to every 
one. and we must expect they will 
come to us. Indeed, we have no voice 
in the mutter. They will come to us 
as surely as day follows night ; but do 
we accept them patiently? That Is 
another story. 

Many women look only on the dark 
side of life. “What’s the use?” they 
say dejectedly. “Everything I try to 
do turns out a failure.” There is a 
tiny breath of selfishness here. “I" Is 
very prominent In these women’s 
thoughts. Perhaps If they did some- 
thing worth while for someone else 
their work would be crow’ned with 
success. Doing something for another 
has never yet turned out a failure. 
There Isn’t a case on record showing 
where failure has followed u kind deed 
done for another. Perhaps this other 
did not appreciate the efforts taken in 
her behalf, yet the fact remains that 
the woman who put herself out to 
make another woman happy expe- 
rienced a wonderful happiness herself.

“Deeply penetrated with this senti- 
ment, I, George Washington, president 
of the United States, do recommend 
to all religious societies and denom- 
inations, and to all persons whomso- 
ever within the United States, to set 
apart and observe Thursday, the 19th 
day of February next, as a day of pub- 
lic thanksgiving and prayer, and on 
that day to meet together and render 
their sincere thanks to the great ruler 
of nations for the manifold und signal 
mercies which distinguish our lot as 
a nation, particularly for the posses- 
sion of eonstitutlons of government 
which unite and by their union estab- 
lish liberty with order, for the preser- 
vation of our peace, foreign and do- 
mestic ; for the seusunalile control 
which has been given to the spirit of 
disorder In the suppression of the late 
Insurrection."

Kerensky and His Government 
Overthrown by Maximalists 
Led by Lenine. 


Guns and supplies especially 
are called for by the Italiana. 

The victory of the Germans In Italy 
will be far from complete unless they 
can capture Venice. The German com- 
manders already have hinted that they 
will attack that city from the air, and 
naval operations against it are more 
than possible in the Immediate future. 
As was said before, the Invasion 
served to bring about a swift union of 
all factions in Italy, and the govern- 
ment, while realizing the extreme grav- 
ity of the situation. Is confident that 
the enemy will fail to accomplish their 
military object as they have their po- 
litical object. The Italian armies are 
maintaining order and discipline and 
are cheerful, and the rear guards are 
fighting valiantly to retard the ad- 
vance of the Teutons, 

As in Russia, formerly, so In Italy, 
the farther the Invaders penetrate, the 
more dangerous becomes their own po- 
sition. They are moving away from 
their bases of supply, and must, retndld 
the lines of communlcatlaja destroi^ 
by the Italians in their retreat. Ca- 
dorna, on the other hand, gains the 
pi^otection of rivers larger than the 
Tngllamento, of many canals and of 
numerous railroads that are able to 
furnish all the transportation his con- 
tracted front needs. 

British Gain Passchendaele Ridge. 

Rlr Douglas Haig's periodical drive 
in Flanders, which is becoming a reg- 
ular weekly feature, accomplished 
most important results last week, 
when the Canadians succeeded in tak- 
ing the village of Passchendaele and 
the ridge of the same name which 
dominates the country tc the east. The 
drive was made under most adverse 
conditions, the ground being fiooded 
by torrential rains, but the British bar- 
rage fire was perfect and the Infantry 
followed It so closely that the Germans 
In their concrete dugouts and pill 
boxes were stormed before they had 
time to get llito action. This advance 
brought Roulers under the gtuns of the 
British, and their aviators also began 
bombing that town with deadly effect. 

Following up the retiring crown 
prince’s army north of the Alsne, the 
French reached the south bank of the 
Ailette, hut the Germans maintained 
their line on the other side of that 
stream hy heavy and continuous ar- 
tillery fire. Elsewhere on the French 
front all enemy attacks were success- 
fully repulsed. 

General Allenby re|>orted that his 
troops In Palestine advanced beyond 
Beersheba with splendid dash and en- 
durance and that on Wednesday he 
captured Gaza from the Turks. 

American Patrol Boat Torpedoed. 

The German U-boats found one 
American victim in the patrol boat 
Alcedo, which was torpedoed and sunk 
In British waters, going down in four 
minutes after being struck. Lieut. 
John T. Melvin and 20 men were lost. 
The Alee<lo was fcjrmerly the private 
ya«'lit of G. W, C'bilds Drexel of Phila- 
delphia. She carried a crew of seven 
officers and 85 men. The American 
merchant steamship Rochester also 
was destroyed hy a torpedo, at least 
four men losing their lives. An Amer- 
ican freighter arriving at an Atlantic 
port reported that her gun crew sank 
a German submersible that attempted 
to torpedo her In the Mediterranean. 

In general, the U-boats had a poor 
week, the British admiralty report 
showing that only eight British ves- 
sels of more than 1,000 tons had been 
sunk, and four smaller vesseii This 
Is the smallest number of vicllias fur 
any week since unrestricted subm^'riae 
warfare began.

Kerensky and the provisional gov- 
ernment of Russia have fallen; the 
Maximalists led by Nikolai Lenine. 
pro-German agitator, are in the sad- 
dle; the premier has fied and five or 
more of the members of hts cabinet 
are under arrest ; immediate peace 
with the central powers will be of- 
fered by the extreme radicals In con- 
trol. Such is the dispiriting news that 
comes from the Slav republic, oo 
called. Chaos exists there and a long 
continued reign of anarchy la the pros- 
pect 

The only hopeful feature of the 
situation is that, us Ambassador Bakh- 
metelf says, the revolt Is u revolt of 
the few against the many. The Max- 
imalists control Fetrogrud and prob- 
ably the fortress of Kronstadt, but 
they have all Russia to reckon with, 
and especially the Cossacks, who have 
no sympathy with the plan to make a 
separate peace with the central pow- 
ers. M. Bakhmetelf feels sure that 
the majority of the Russians who fol- 
lowed Kerensky are with the provi- 
sional government heart and soul, un- 
derstand that Russia's freedom can be 
assured only by the defeat of Germany 
by the allies, and will fight to the end. 
The spirit prevailing In Fetrograd, be 
asserts, Is nut representative of the 
Russian spirit as a whole. 

Loyal Women Fight the Rebelo. 

Of all the armed forcea In and about 
the capital It appears that the wom- 
an’s battalion alone remained loyal to 
the government. It was stationed at 
the winter i)uluce and when that build- 
ing was attacked by the cruiser Au- 
rora and the guns of the fortress of 
St. Peter and St. Paul, it fought as 
bravely as possible until overwhelmed 
and cumpelled to surrender. The bat- 
tle lasted four hours and was spec- 
tacular. The rebels brought up ar- 
mored cars to ubl In overcoming the 
resistance of the heroic women. There 
was no cliunce to cull other loyal troops 
to Fetrogrud, for the leaders of the 
workmen's and soldiers' delegates bad 
seized the posts and telegraphs. 

The rebel oougress was convened 
Wednesday night, the officers elected 
including IauUiic and Leon Trotzky. 
Several pruoldiuatious were issued, 
one of them stating the program of 
the new authority to be: 

“First — Tile offer of an Immediate 
democruiic peace. 

''Second — The immcHliate bunding 
over of large proprietorial lands to 
the peasants. 

“Third — The truusmlssion of all au- 
thority to tile council of soldiers' and 
workmen’s delegates. 

“Fourth — The honest ronvoeatloo of 
a constitutional assembly.’* 

It Is believed In l.d)uduu that Keren- 
sky will re-establlsb the provisional 
government In Moscow and that the 
Soviet will not be strong enough to 
bold out lung against biiu. For the 
preseut, however, the pro-Geruians 
have the upper band. 

Italiana Retreat to the LIvenxa. 

As bad been expected. Count Ca- 
doraa did not attempt to make a loag 
aland on the Tagliaiueuio river line 
against the ou-aweeplug Austru-Ger- 
nuiu armies, but fell back last week 
to the Liveaza, twelve to eighteen 
miles wesL The enemy followed close- 
ly, and the prospect was that the Ital- 
ians would speedily be forced back to 
the Piave. where their main armlea 
already were being estabUahed. Qa-

probably will send an army to Europe. 
Italy Is asking that Japanese troops be 
called over to help repel the Invading 
Teutons. 

Though Japan’s special interests in 
China are to be recognized because of 
contiguity, both nations agree to main- 
tain the open door and the territorial 
sovereignty of China. 

Socialists Lose In Elections. 

Emperor William met a notable de- 
feat in the United States last Tuesday, 
when In Chicago and New York the 
Socialists were thoroughly whipped at 
the polls. Supporting the Socialist 
nominees for Judges in Chicago and 
for mayor and other city officials In 
New York, were all the forcea of pro- 
Germanism, pacificism and disloyalty, 
and though they cast u disgracefully 
large vote, the defeat administered to 
them was decisive. 

These elections were looked upon, 
and rightly, as a test of the loyalty of 
the two largest cities In the country. 
Most of the Socialist candidates were 
openly untl-war men and some of them 
In their pre-election utterances came 
dangerously near the treason mark. 
Hence the victory of loyalty and pa- 
triotism Is cause for genuine' rejoic- 
ing. 

John F. Hylan, Tammany Democrat, 
was elected mayor of New York and 
the state gave a large majority in fa- 
vor of woman suffrage. In Ohio, how- 
ever, the women lost. 

Housa Heads U. 8. War Mlaalen. 

Upon their arrival In a British port 
the administration announced the 
names of the members of the American 
war commission sent to take part In 
the great conference of the allies In 
Paris. Col. E. M. House Is the chair- 
man and spokesman for the president 
on questions concerning the general 
conduct of the war. The other mem- 
bers are Admiral W. 8. Benson, chief 
of naval operations; Gen. Tusker H. 
Bliss, chief of staff; Oscar T. Crosby, 
assistant secretary of the treasury ; 
Vance C. McCormick, chairman of the 
war trade board ; Bainbridge Colby, 
member of the sliipping board ; Dr. 
Alonzo E. Taylor, representative of 
Food Administrator Hoover; Thomas 
N. Perkins, member of the priority 
board, and Gordon Aucblncloas, chief 
secretary of the commission. 

Sei-retury I-ansing issued a state- 
ment that makes It clear that the al- 
lies realize that many of their re- 
verses have been due to lack of team 
work, and that one of the chief aims 
of the conference will be to bring 
about unity of action. For Its part, the 
United States seeks to determine Just 
bow its mao [mwer and material re- 
sources can be used to greatest advan- 
tage to defeat the common enemy. 
Mr. I4insing laid especial empliaals ou 
the fact that the conference Is a war 
conference and nothing else. The ad- 
ministration la not expecting on early 
peace, and U making all preporatlona

The 
four things America needs most, to 
save 'to send to the allies are: wheat, 
meat, sugar and fats. If we save one 
pound of wheat a person, and seven 
ounces of meat a person each week; 
and one ounce of sugar per person 
each day. the needs of the Allies 
will be met with no shortage in oufi 
own country. Miss Rogers recom- 
mended the reading of Vernon Kel- 
logg's article in the N'ovember “At- 
lantic”, "Patriotism and Food’’, as 
giving, by a person in a position to 
know, a Just estimate of the food 
situation in America.

The quality of being unique may be 
■Iren a dwelling of the bungalow type 
with no suggestion of intricacy of or- 
Mmental details. This fact is brought 
sort cleuriy by the photographic per- 
spective view accompanying. This lit- 
We building is decidedly attractive and 
M qnite different from the avefage 
SMB’S Ideas of a bungalow, yet at no 
place In the structure Is there any evi- 
dence of complicated construction. It 
la not an expensive type of construc- 
tioa ; in fact. It would be rated among 
the class of iow-cost dwellings, but this 
does nut imply that there has been any 
•klmplng resorted to In order that the 
cost night be kept down. 

There are two floor plans shown 
for this bungalow. These differ both

This light 
in addition to that admitted through 
the three wlndowa In the room Itself 
ensure a dining room which Is very 
bright and cbeerfuL There Is a coo* 
necting door between the porch and 
the kitchen. This door la very conve- 
nient during the summer since by its 
use It Is easy for the housewife to 
take a part of her kitchen work to the 
porch where It Is cool and comfortable. 
The bedroom with the bath adjoining 
are placed directly In the rear of the 
front porch. 

On the larger plan the living room, 
placed In a position similar to that of 
the corresponding room on the small- 
er plan, Is 15 feet 3 Inches by 11 feet. 
The brick fireplace Is somewhat larger 
than that shown in the other plan and 
wgll seats are built oh either side be- 
low the windows. A small closet is 
provided in this room. French doors 
lead buck to the dining room which Is 
11 feet 9 Inches by 12 feet A cup- 
board is also built into the wall in this 
The kitchen, fitted, out 


house. The height of the building may 
bo slightly increased for the larger 
plan, if there is a desire to guard 
against the effect of too gentle a slope 
for the roof surface. 

A simple, open cornice has been 
■Bed oo this roof. There Is consider- 
■hlo overhung, which casts a wide 
ahaihiw on the white wails of the

COMMUNITY DRYING PLANTS. 

A troop of Boy Scouts with a head 
for business could accomplish as good 
results us were secured iu a coiiiniuo> 
iiy drying plant at North Llncolq, 
Neb. 

Tiie drying plant consists of a cab- 
inet oliout 16 feet long, 2 feet high 
and 3'/i feet wide. The cabinet is 
divided into five sections, four of 
wliicb are large enough to aceommo* 
date two stacks of drying trays of 
ten each. The coiiipartiiieuts are let- 
tered and the trays nunihercd and a 
record Is kept by the caretaker of the 
trays assigned to tlie various patrons.

Two or three slicing 
machines sre provided for tlie conven- 
ience of- those who do not hsve them 
at home.

LIVE CHIEFLY ON TURTLES 

Residents of Smell Islande Off Coaet 
of Ctylon Find Plenty of Pood 
Near at Hand. 

A correspondent of a Ceylon Jonrani 
gives some interesting information 
about the turtles on the coast in the 
neighborhood of Jaffna, in the north of 
the island, which are said to be In- 
numerable. They are of three species, 
called sea, milk and pariah turtles, re- 
spectively. 

The ordinary, or sea turtle, is gener- 
ally large in size, and Is met with 
everywhere at sea around Jaffna. Two 
tiny islands, called Iranatiyu, are liter- 
ally swarming with the creatures. 

'The Islands themselves are sterile 
and always exposed to inundation ; the 
inhabitants are poor and Ignorant of 
agricnlture, and live chiefly on the tur- 
tles. They use the shells of the large 
ones as seats. 

In the town of Jaffna the ordinary 
turtle ia always procurable, nnd is o 
favorite article of food with the peo- 
ple. The milk turtle Is small In size 
and is to be found only In wells and 
banks. It is not an article of food ex- 
cept with the poorer classes. The 
pariah turtle has a high back, and a 
shell which somewhat resembles that 
of the tortoise. It is found in marshes 
and ditches. It is not an article of 
food, but is highly valued by native 
medical men, because its flesh and 
blood are supposed to be a panacea for 
ailments peculiar to chlldreu. 

Bums Ineenslatent In Love. 

Burns’ love affairs were both the 
product and the inspiration of his 
genius. Although be had written to 
Clarinda of Eklinburgb that, com- 
pared with her, Jean Armour was as 
the expiring glimmer of a farthing ta- 
per beside the glory of the meridian 
sun, he married Jean within two 
months.

At the Ribbon Counter 


Anininlly the ribbon counter blooms 
Alt n month or so before the holUlnys 
with nil sorts of new and lovely be- 
longlnRS for everybody. Its appeal to 
the eternal feminine Is ns certain ns 
the sunrise, no more to be resisted 
than that of flowers or children. This 
year not n soul In the household has 
been overlooked — there Is something 
made of ribbon from everybody from 
the bnby to grandpa. 

To begin with there are Innuniernble 
bags — knitting, sewing, shopping bags, 
bags to hold handkerchiefs, slippers, 
etc., party nnd opera bngs. There nre 
small lamp nnd candle shades, nnd 
little folding screens to stand on the 
rending or dressing table. There nre 
glorious cushions for bedroom lounges 
nr the living room, nnd an army of 
bows of all sorts. There nre the per- 
ennial corsage roses and other flow- 
ers, and smnll nosegays of little rib- 
bon flowers for the coat or fur neck- 
piece, to be worn on the street. 

In the little group of novelties pic- 
tured here there nre corsage orna- 
ments and a small bit of neckwear. 
The ribbon rose is made of pink sutin 
ribbon in two shades, cut into short 
lengths to form the petals. It is not 
dlfllcult to make when the breach Is 
once acquired. Millinery stems and 
foliage and millinery stamens are used 
with ribbon flowers. The center of 
the rose Is formed by folding the dark- 
er shade In the ribbon and wrapping 
It about the end of the rubber stem. 


After this each petal Is made by gath- 
ering a short piece of ribbon across 
one end nnd fastening It to the stem 
by wrapping thread or tie wire about 
It. The other end of the petal Is curl- 
ed hack nnd tacked down. Sometimes 
three shades nre used and always the 
darke.st is at the center and tlie light- 
est on the outside of the blossom. 

The poppy is made by gathering a 
strip of ribbon close to the edge, with 
silk matching the ribbon in color, to 
form the outer edge of the petals. The 
other edge is feathered closely and 
wrapped about a millinery stem with 
stamens at the end. Both the rose 
and poppy are set in appropriate foli- 
age. 

A new arrival for the corsage has 
settled among the flowers. It Is a 
butterfly of guyly colored ribbon with 
markings added with brush nnd water 
colors. At the right of the group is a 
little neckwear piece made of loops 
nnd ends of baby ribbon. The ends 
are knotted nnd a little blossom, simu- 
lated in ribbon Is deftly sewed over 
each knot. 

An orchid from the milliners set io 
maiden hair fern from the same gar- 
den Is tied with satin ribbon. A” the 
heart of the orchid Is a tiny powder 
box and puff and a small mirror is 
sometimes craftily concealed in tns 
bow that ties corsage flowers of this 
kind. Every one is delighted when 
they betray themselves at the danc 
or other places, in time of need.

dyeing it. Tbe wearers of these pelta 
knew better than to be caught nap- 
ping near a wolf, and were nut uo 
speaking terms with any fox. 

When the out-of-doors girl of the 
north sets about acquiring a coat to 
live lo, she will do well to coasider 
these fur-trimmed, plusb coats, that 
are sbowo In considerable variety. 
Like fur, tbe plusb coat can be worn 
anywhere and any time.

.NUT OMKLET. 

Put through a meat grinder, nuts to 
make a half cupful when ground. Bent 
throe eggs very 
f llpht, season to 
taste with salt nnd 
pepper nnd add 
three tablespoon- 
fills of cold water, 
add the nut meats 
nnd mix well. Put 
a little butter In 
the omelet pan 
nnd pour In the omelet mixture, lift 
the edges until It Is firm all over, be- 
ing cnrofnl not to scorch It. then fold 
nnd send to the table on n hot dish. 

Unusual Cabbage Salad. — Shave or 
shred very line one small firm head of 
cnhhnge, add n half cupful of chopped 
almonds that have been blanched, four 
or flvje ripe hannnns also finely cut, 
mix with a cupful of sour cream, salt, 
popper, and a dash of vinegar, If the 
cream la not sulllclently acid. Serve 
with crackers and cheese. 

Different Dried Beet. — Put three tn- 
blespoonfuls of bacon fat on a fry- 
ing pan, nnd add a half pound of 
dried hoof picked In small pieces or 
cut In shreds with the scissors. Friz- 
zle for throe minutes, then put the 
beef on a hot platter. Place three 
bananas cut In halves crosswise nnd 
In quarters lengthwise, let them stand 
over the heat long enough to become 
thoroughly hot, five minutes will bo 
Bufllclont time. Arrange around the 
beef nnd serve all piping hot. 

Chill Con Came.— -Take all the seeds 
from two pods of chill pepper. Soak 
the pods In warm water until soft, 
then scrape the pulp from the skins, 
discarding the .skins, saving the pulp 
nnd the water. Cut two pounds of 
round steak into small pieces nnd cook 
them In the frying pan In melted bqt- 
ter or sweet drippings until brown, 
arid four tnblespoonfuls of flour nnd 
stir until the flour Is brown, add a 
clove of garlic In which two gn.shcs 
have been cut, then the chill pulp 
nnd water, of which there should he 
a pint. Let simmer until the moat Is 
l;ender, adding more water If needed. 
Season well. Soak a cupful of kidney 
or Mexican beans in soft water over 
night. Let simmer until tender, drain, 
and add to the meat, or they may be 
heated In a little hot fat nnd served In 
a dish apart from the meat.

POPULAR DISHES. 

The following dishes never lose their 
prestige, ns they are, choice and de- 
serve their popularity: 

Chop Suey. — Cut ten- 
der, loan pork and chick- 
en, one or both, into very 
thin pieces an Inch nnd 
a half In length nnd a 
half Inch wide. Saute 
these In fresh pork fat, 
have ready an equal 
amount of celery, cut 
flne, an onion cut in bits, 
add the vegetables to the 
meat, cover the whole with 'chicken, 
veal broth or boiling water and sim- 
mer until lender. Then add a few 
peeled mushrooms, ns few or many ns j 
taste or convenlenee pleases, which I 
should be cooked In a little fat be- 
fore adding to the mixture. For a 
quart of the mixture stir In a tables 
spoonful of corn starch mixed with 
cold water, then add to the hot mix- 
ture. Continue stirring until the mix- 
ture bolls, then add one or two table- 
spoonfuls of dark molasses, a tea- 
spoonful of salt and n tahlcspoonful 
of china soy. The soy gives It the 
color and characteristic flavor, A sub- 
stitute may be maile for it by using a 
tahles|)oonful of kitchen bouquet and 
a little Worcestershire sauce. 

Nesselrode Pudding. — Cook twenty 
liirge cliestmits or double the number 
of the smaller ones, in sugar sirup 
until tender. Cut six of the nuts in 
small pU-ees, the rest put through a 
sieve. Cook two tablespoonfiils each 
of currants and sultana raisins in the 
sirup until tender, then add tbe same 
amount of preserved piiu-apple and 
cherries or other fruit, lo the pieces of 
chestnut and let them cool In the 
sirup. Cook the beaten yolks of four 
eggs, mixed witli three-fourths of a 
cup of sugar in u pint of thin cream, 
cook until the mixture coats the spoou. 
Add the sifted chestnuts and pass the 
whole through a flne sieve. Cool and 
partly freeze, then add u cupful of 
whipped <Team and fliilsh freezing, 
add the fruit and nuts drained from 
(he sirup and puck In a mold. Press 
the cover in place over a piece of 
wrapping paper and let stand in Ice 
and salt an h(»ur. Serve with whipped 
cream sweetened and flavored with 
fruit Jiib'e or with the following: 

Pudding Sauce for Nesselrode Pud- 
ling. — Heat the yolks of three eggs un- 
til thick. Add three tablespooufuls of 
sugar end heat again. Stir over tbe 
Ire in a double boiler until the mix- 
ture thickens a little, tBen pour Into a 
-ttid dish and beat until cold, light and 
-reamy. Flavor to taste and then mix 
Igbtly with a cupful aad a half of 
-ream wlilpi>ed stiff. For dellctoua 
leas this pudding Is bard to equal, but 
be fruit comblnatloo must he care- 
*0119 blaaded.

AMENDMENT 

RELATING TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS 
(By amendment approved November 5, 1917) 

SecUott 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or bar- 
Dar, any (fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, wagon or 
other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor 
from the Board of Selectmen, provided, however, that tbU section 
shall not apply to any person who sells only fruits or vegetables 
rai«<^ or produced by himself or family, or fish which is obtained 
by Ms own labor or the tobor of his family. 

Section 2. The Board of Selectmen eball have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals and 
integrity who is, or has declared Ms Intention to become, a cltiten 
Cl the United Statee. Said licensee unless sooner revoked by the 
Board of Selectmen shall expire one year after the granting there* 
of and each per?on so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of ten 
(210.00) dollars. 

Section 3. No hawker or peddler shall sell, or offer or ex- 
I>obe for sale, any of ttie articles enumerated in Section 15, of 
Chapter 65 of the Revised Law?, or in any acts in amendment 
Liereof or in addition thereto, until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the town clerk, or such other board or officer as 
may be designated by ‘the Selectmen. Ehrery person licensed un- 
der the provisions of the preceding section as a hawker or peddler 
ol fruit and vegetable? shall record bis name and residence in like 
manner with tlie Town Clerk or such board or officer. 

Section 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or ex- 
poaiug any article (or sale, shall cry his wares to the disturbance 
of the peace and comfort of the in labitants of the town, nor 
otiuarwue than lu veUlclo? and receptacles which are neat and 
clean and do not leak. 

Section 5. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be assigned a uniuber and shall be provided 
b> said Board with a badge w'hich shall be conspicuously worn 
by him; and every other ;uch hawker and peddler as described ip 
section tliree shall provide himself with a badge, of such type 
and design as may be approved by said Board of Selectmen, which 
lie shall wear in like manu^r. Whoever neglects to wear, or 
wears uucli badge without authority, shall be punished by the pen- 
ally provided iu section 10 of this by-law. 

Section 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a lic- 
ensee as p. conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale by 
h;m shall have attached thereto on each side a number plate, to 
U furni bed by the town witii his license, bearing the number 
and dale of expiration of sut-h license. 

Section 7. No person slipll be registered or as igued a badge 
or nunilxT plate under provisions of sections three and five of 
these by-laws relating to hawker? and peddlers until be presents 
a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
that ail weighing and measuring devises intended to be used by 
Buch person have been duly inspected and sealed as required by 
law. The use of. or possesrion by such person with intent to use^. 
bay false or unsealed weighing or measuring devises shall be suf* 
ticicnt cause fur the revocation of his license, or the cancellation 
of his registration 

Section 6. .Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
c ' ommon w eal th . 

Section 9. .Any license granted under theae by-laws or any' 
ty-law amendatory or additonal thereto, may be revoked by the 
Bi>ard granting the same. 

Section 10. Mlioever violates any provision of these by-laws 
Tilatiug to hawkers and peddlers shall be punished by a fine not 
yiceoding twenty dollara for each offense. 

Section 11. All bydaws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
Leitwkh are hereby repealed.

RUBBER IN GOLF BALL 

Did you ever atady a golf 
ball? 

Almost one mile of thread rub- 
ber is necessary in the making 
of the globule. The rubber 
which reaches the factory in the 
crude state is cooked, then rolled 
into sheets and finally cut Into 
threads. The thread then is 
placed on a huge bobbin and 
automatic machines wind 1,536 
yanls of it onto the little core 
which forms the golf ball. 

The next process In the mak- 
ing of the object which causes 
BO much worry Is the applying, 
of the gotta percha cover. This 
reaches the factory In raw state. 
It Is treated so that the resin 
Is completely extracted. Then 
it is masticated and washed. 
Next it is put into a roller which 
squeezes out the moisture. A 
machine then cuts the sheets 
into sizes for the covers and an 
automatic device clamps the 
covers on the rubber core. 

A brumbing machine is the 
next to receive the golf bull. 
This creates those funny little 
boles or bumps.

There was a chicken, vegetables 
enough for a week, even potatoes — 
the first In their house this winter — 
fruit, everjrthlug to moke a real feast. 
Who sent It? Well, she didn’t know 
their names, but she knew it was 
through the Bureau of Charities her 
family had got all that. So she bad 
called up the bureau and thanked them 
and they sold a club of Indies were 
the ones that sent the things. The 
club had telephoned in and asked for 
the address of some family that would 
not be likely to have a big dinner, and 
then they had filled the basket and 
sent It to the address given. Now she 
would like to thank the club. She 
could read English but she couldn't 
spell the words. Would I write the let- 
ter for herT And that was the way 
tho Indies found out that the *1clds 
wui crazy." 

I went over to Mrs. Hall’s home, and 
the setting and situation seemed to 
my Inexperience exaggerated beyond 
actuality. The place looked like a 
stage representation of poverty. The 
husband had deserted ; there were 
three children, a toddler, a sickly girl 
of nine, a sickly boy of ten; and the 
mother had "pains In the chest," could 
work only Intermittently. There was 
plenty of work to be had this year, 
she said, but first one child fell sick, 
then another, and she herself, after 
being BO hot In the steamy basements 
where she did washings and then go- 
ring out Into the cold, would get those 
pains In the cheat and would have to 
give op for awhlls. At present about 
)all she was doing was working at 
horns, potting strings on express tags. 

Going home In the street car I fell 
Into such an abstraction I went nearly 
ko the limits before I s'oke up enough 
to consider the matter of alighting. 1 
got to thinking of contrasts — of • 
world of folk fussing about the ovet 
amount of protein they had In their 
systems, and that other world uitb the 
family milk ration one tin n week ; of 
people suffering from superheated 
apartments, and of those that watched 
anxiously the dwindling nuggets In the 
basket : of people blinking under the 
glare of too-many-and-too-blgb-power 
bulbs, of the Hall family that went to 
bed right after supper to save light;

Attending a KInsoIvIng concert a re- 
cent morning In the crystal ballroom 
of the Blackstone hotel, after the con- 
cert loitering awhile In the lobby, 
later sauntering along Michigan ave- 
nue and stopping to look ^t this win- 
dow of exotic blooms, nt that one 
where platinum, diamonds and pearls 
showed up with full effect against their 
velvet backgrounds, the while seeing 
the stream of luxurious vehldes flow- 
ing on In such volume, the companion 
that was with me had said, "Well, un- 
doubtedly America Is prosperous this 
year; I have never been so Impressed 
with our luxury, with the general well- 
being." 

Coming from the Halls that later 
day I thought of this remark, of the 
whole pleasurable scene calling It 
forth ; and I wondered at the why and 
the wherefores of the Inequalities.

asm ■ our governor f William Brad- 
Vi^ ford] sent four men on foul- 
ing, so that we might after a 
more special manner rejoice together 
tfter we had gathered the fmlt of our 
labors. They four In one day killed as 
much foule as, with a little help beside, 
served the company almost a weeke. 
At which time, amongst other recrea- 
tion, we exercised our arms, many of 
the Indians coming amongst us, and 
among the rest their greatest king, 
Massasolt, with some ninety men, 
whom for three days we entertained 
and feasted, and they went out and 
killed fine deer, which they brought 
to the pleiitatlon and bestowed on our 
yovemor and upon the captain [Miles 
Standlshl and others.** 

Such Is the historic record the | 
first Thanksgiving In Plymouth, colony j 
201 years ago. Less than a ybhr before 1 
the Mayflower, bearing Its little band 
of 102 Pilgrims, anchored off the rock- 
oound New England coast. Alone In 
the boundleiwS wilderness of the New 
World the heroic Puritans struggled 
through the relentless winter, battling 
frith snow and wind, savage foes, ban- 
ger, sickness, and death Itself. In 
three months their number was almost 
one-half of the entire company. But 
with the spring time life looked more 
kindly upon the exiles; summer smiled 
on their corn fields, and autumn 
brought abundant harvest. A few little 
dwellings had been built, and prepa- 
rations had been made for others, mak- 
ing a tiny oasis of homes on the desert 
of the New World. Then It was that 
Gtovernor Bradford Issued his first 
proclamation, and the Pilgrims and 
their Indian guests partook of that 
first and -now historic American feast. 


Particular Reason Why Thanks- 
giving Day Should Be Gen- 
erally Celebrated Here. 

O VR of the oldest and best beloved 
holidays In the whole year 
comes to ns this week— oldest In 
our history because the Puritan 
fathers celebrated It when they did 
not celebrate Christmas, best beloved 
because It Is a holiday all our own, 
typically American through and 
through. Nations all over the world 
celebrate Christmas, New Years and 
Easter. Even our Independence day 
has Its echo In the French July 14, but 
Thanksgiving day Is the entire proper- 
ty of the American people, affd per- 
haps this adds the extra luster which 
makes It a day apart In the heart of 
fvery citizen. 

Its origin was In the farms, where 
the harvest season was closed with a 
day set aside for the giving of thanks 
for the crops Just harvested. In real- 
ity it Is a national harvest festival, but 
Its meaning has come to cover more 
than Just the harvest season alone. 
Now this holiday Is accorded us for 
the rendition of thanks for the bless- 
ings of the entire year. 

We find that daring the Revolution 
'the observance of this day for giving 
thanks had become so general that 
congress recommended each year a 
Thanksgiving day. This was an an- 
nual occurrence until the end of the 
war, when a day was set aside In 
1784, for rendering thanks for the re- 
turn of peace. Again in 1789 Wash- 
ington appointed a day of thanksgiving 
for the adoption of the Constitution. 
It was In this year also that the Epis- 
copal church formally recognized the 
right of the dvll government to rec- 
ommend such a feast day.

Land” and ambushed a large German 
patrol, killing and wounding a number 
of men, to even up for the trench raid 
In which their comrades suffered. 

There was little change In posiUons 
on the west front. The Germans mads 
repeated and desperate efforts to re> 
take Passchendaele ridge, but were 
beaten off with severe losses everg 
time. 

Interesting news continued to come 
from General Allenby In Palestine. 
His forces, after taking Gasa, kept 
pushing on toward Jerusalem, driving 
the Turks and taking large booty from 
them. On Wednesday the British were 
threatening Hebron and had advanced 
along the const to within a few miles 
of Jaffa. 

Subr'arine Campaign Falling. 

If the British admiralty figures are 
a fair basis for calculation, the Ger- 
man submarine campaign Is declining 
rapidly toward utter failure. The 
week's report showed only one large 
British vessel sunk by U-boats, and 
the statements from France and Italy 
were almost as good. One German 
military expert admits In print that 
the D-boat warfare has failed. The 
Importance of this development cannot 
be overestimated, for if the kaiser 
could have prevented wholly or In large 
measure the transportation of supplies 
and troops from America to Europe, 
he ooald hardly have been defeated. 
If he cannot do that, as seems true, 
the utter collapse of his war on civi- 
lisation Is almost In sight. 

Notwithstanding the hundreds of In- 
ventions to combat the submarine, the 
well equipped and swift destroyer re- 
mains the best weapon against the sub- 
mersible. Of this type of boat the al- 
lies, and especially America, have a 
vast number, and Japan has a fleet of 
capable destroyers operating, In the 
Mediterranean. 

Mr. Wilson and Organised Labor. 

President Wilson went to Buffalo to 
address the annual convention of tho 
American Federation of Labor, and he 
told the delegates forcefully yet tact- 
fully what he considered the duty, re- 
sponsibility and privilege of labor es. 
pecially during the continuance of the 
war. He earnestly pleaded for the 
unhindered maintenance of all proc- 
esses of labor until Germany has been 
defeated, and the first response to that 
plea' came Tuesday, when the building 
trades department of the federation or- 
dered the discontinuance of all strikes 
on government work under Its juris- 
diction. This was excellent so far as 
It went, but another big labor trouble 
sprang up immediately when the rail- 
road brotherhoods took action that 
threatened to tie up traflic unless 
higher wages and Improved conditions 
were granted. Mr. Wilson again 
Jumped into the breach and arranged 
to meet representatives of the brother- 
hoods on November 22, first Intimating 
strongly that rather than endure 
paralysis of traffic In wartime, the gov- 
ernment would take over the operation 
of the railroads. 

The labor situation is really very 
serious, not only because of strikes, 
actual and threatened, hut also h» 
cause of the great shortage of labor- 
ing men. In order to get out the mili- 
tary equipment needled by the United 
Rtates forces In the next 12 months, 
the council of nallonal defense Is ar- 
ranging fur the mohIlizHtion of 100.000 
8kille«l and unskilled workmen under 
a federal director of labor. 

Bakers to Be Licensed. 

On Monday the president Issued the 
formal order directing the licensing of 
bakers and of hotels, restaurants and 
other places that serve bread and 
other bakery products of their own 
baking. The order goes into effect on 
December 12, and officials of the food 
administration declare that they will 
be able to bring down the price of 
bread until a l^ounce loaf will cost 
but 7 cents. 

Provost Marshal General Crowder 
announced the five classes Into which 
O.OOO.(SX) men registered for military 
duty are divided and sent out a quea 
tiounaire which each man had to fill 
out and file to detenuine In which 
class he belongs. The order does not 
exempt married men as a class, but 
places those with de|>endeat wives and 
children far down on Ute list of llables. 
Only the men of the first class are 
likely to be called out except In the 
gravest euargency. 


of the Plave river, the Italian armies 
there put up so determined a fight 
against the Invading Austro-Oermans 
that the advance of the enemy was for 
the time at least effectually checked. 
At several points on the lower Plave 
the Teutons broke across the river, but 
In such small force that the result was 
not serious. The reorganisation of the 
Italians went on rapidly, and supplies 
and re-enforcements were hurried 
south by the British and French. Sev- 
eral British batteries were first to ar- 
rive and these w’ent Into action at 
once on the river bank, heartening up 
the Latins Immensely. Of coarse It 
will be some time before British and 
French troops In large numbers can 
get to the Italian fronL and meanwhile 
General Diaz must endeavor to hold 
the river line with his own men. This 
line. Joining that of the Trentino front 
in the mountains. Is the shortest the 
Italians can establish, and Its greatest 
danger seems to be In the ^region of 
Lake Garda. If It Is broken or out- 
flanked. probably the defenders will 
have to fall back to the Adige or even 
the Po, and Venice will be captured. 
All the movable art treasures of 
Venice, Vicenza and Treviso have 
been taken to places of safety in an- 
ticipation of that event. 

The Italian situation continues 
grave, but at the opening of the Ital- 
ian parliament on Wednesday there 
was not a single note of despair nor a 
word of anything but resistance so long 
as a man remained standing. The sen- 
ators and deputies reported ‘that the 
people of their districts were Arm In 
their support of the government. If 
this attitude Is maintained, the Teu- 
tonic Invasion is a failure. 

No More Peace Talk Now. 

One effect of the thrust against 
Italy Is the almost utter cessation of 
pence talk .In Germany. The belief 
has been revived that Germany can, by 
arm, force her will upon the rest of 
the world, and need not make any con- 
cessions to her enemies. 

Of course while the Germans think 
thus, there Is no use of any one even 
thinking of peace, for the leaders of 
the allies have not the slightest doubt 
that they can eventually defeat Ger- 
many. The American congressional 
party that has been visiting the war 
zone has been impressed with the prev- 
alence of this belief, and imbued with 
confidence that Prussian militarism can 
and will be beaten by pure force, re- 
gardless of the exhaustion of the cen- 
tral iKiwers. They realize fully the 
tremendous task, ahead of us, but face 
It without fear of the outcome. 

Confusion Worse Confounded. 

If anyone outside of Uussla knows 
Just what has been going on within 
the borders of that distracted country 
lately, he has kept It to himself. Cer- 
tainly civil war baa been raging in 
Petrograd, Moscow and other places, 
the rebellious BolshevikI and the 
Kerensky supporters fighting fiercely 
for control, and other factions taking 
a hand In the general ruction. The 
Cossacks, as was expected, supported 
Kerensky and other divisions of the 
army changed their allegiance several 
times. The Baltic fleet apparently 
stood by the rebels. The latter set 
up a government with Lenine as pre- 
mier. but signified their willingness to 
retire both Lenine and Trotsky if a 
compromise could be arraugi>d, insist- 
ing. however, on compliance with their 
main program, which has to do chiefly 
with agrarian reforms. 

Among the latest cablegrams from 
Petrograd was one stating imsltively 
that Hie Cossacks and Kerensky had 
lieen signally defeated near the cap- 
ital, that Gatchina and Tsarskoe-Selo 
had been recaiitured by the soviet 
troops and that a coalition govern- 
ment would he the proliable outcome. 

Russian oAlcer.s In Finland gave out 
the story that Siberia hud de<‘lared Its 
Independence and proclaimed Nicholas 
Romanoff, the deposed czar, as em- 
peror. 

More Americans Wounded In France. 

The trenches occupied by the Amer- 
ican soldiers in Prance were subjected 
to heavy shelling last week and a num- 
ber of United States soldiers were 
severely wounded. I'he American 
artillery replied continuously and ef- 
fectively. and the American shar|>- 
sliooters, close to the enemy lines, did 
especially g<M>d work. One night, with

PRICES RIGHT.

Centralized, unified control of the 
grand strategy of the allies was the 
burning question of Inst week, and 
Premier Lloyd-George became^ the 
storm center of discussion. Following 
the establishment of the Inter-allied 
war council by the British, French and 
Italian governments and English ‘par- 
llaaaentary and press criticism there- 
of, Mr. Lloyd-Oeorge, then In Paris, 
delivered what he himself called a 
“brutally frank” speech admitting that 
the allies had repeatedly made “incred- 
ible blunders" In Serbia, Roumanla, 
Italy and elsewhere. These be at- 
tributed in tlie^maln to luck of united 
action, and declared that while the 
war has been prolonged by particular- 
ism, It will be shortened by solidarity. 

This* aroused a storm of adverse 
comment and brought the premier face 
to face with the most serious political 
crisis that has confronted him. Even 
Hr. Asquith Joined his critics, and 
Lloyd-George hastened home to reply 
to them. The opposition 'assumed the 
war council plan meant the retirement 
of Haig and Robertson and the con- 
trol of military operations by civilians. 
The .people as a whole seemed to sup- 
port the premier, and there was a be- 
lief that he would win the struggle. 

The war-council scheme Is still In- 
complete In that tbe^ United States Is 
not yet included, but It Is hoped that 
President Wilson and his adinlnlstra- 
tlnn will recognize Its wisdom and Join 
arlth the others In evolving and carry- 
ing out a plan of grand strategy. 

Lord Northcllffe was offered the ad- 
ministration of the new air ministry 
by Lloyd George, but declined. In his 
letter of declination be spoke of the 
fervor and enthusiasm with which the 
United States and Canada proceed 
with their war preparations, compar- 
ing this with the “wabbly" methods 
In England. He warned the premier 
that unless there was swift Improve- 
ment In Great Britain, the United 
Rtates would rightly take Into Its own 
hands the entire management of u< 
great part of the war. refusing to "sac- 
riflee Its bliMtd and treasure to the in- 
cora|>etent bundling of the affairs of 
Europe." 

Painleve's Cabinet Falla. 

France also was stirred by the uni- 
Acatlon measure and partly as a re- 
sult Hie tottering ministry headed by 
Premier Palnleve toppled over. Its 
fall, however, was more especially due 
to the controversy over “Bolqisin." the 
Gennsn propaganda that has Infested 
France as well as the United Rtates, 
Russia and. It now appears, Italy as 
well. 

No tears were wasted over the fate 
of the Palnleve cabinet, but there be- 
gan a great scrumbling to find the 
strong leader who,, it was admitted, 
must be disi'overed. Clemenceau, the 
“Tiger," a former premier, was call- 
ed on Itiursday to form a new minis- 
try and acivpted the mission. He Is 
known as an exponent of the big stick, 
la one of the most forceful figures In 
French public life and was the man 
who started the caiuiMilgn against the 
German propaganda In France. His 
chief obstacle to success will Ike the 
opposition of the soi-lalists, who hate 
him because of the drastic methods he 
employed In dealing with lal>or trou- 
bles when he was premier about ten 
years ago.

For the liolidnys tlrerc nre some 
thinKH that arc always the order of 
the day, certain gifts that bloom per- 
ennially, like the evergreens and holly 
that crown the glory of the passing 
year at Christmas time. Among them 
aprons of pretty material, small 
enough to be dainty, that are made 
for serving and sewing. The serving 
aprons do more than dross up the 
morning or afternoon frock in which 
the hostess or her aids, serve her 
guests, for they express a pleasure in 
serving. The little sewing aprons are 
a convenience and n protection. Their 
prettiness makes them a Joy. 

The shops are showing many of 
these little belongings for home wear 
this year. They are made of nil the 
flne, sheer cotton goods that are used 
for lingerie or midsummer dresses, 
that will stand laundering and occn- 
sinnnlly a quaint apron In silk leads 
the mind buck to those yesterdays, 
when they were prized posses.sIons of 
our great grandmothers. But the 
modern woman seems to want every- 
thing made of washable stuffs. 

A sewing apron made of printed dot- 
ted Swiss figured with prim little 
roses und leaves is shown at the left 
of the picture and a serving apron of 
organdie and val lace appears at the 
right. Figured voile would do us

well for the serving apron, or lawn or 
mull, although voile has the best wear- 
ing qualities. The apron is the sim- 
plest thing imaginnhie to make, 
being merely n straight piece of the 
goods with n hem run In across one | 
end of the waistband, with a similar 
strip half ns long set on at the bot- 
tom for a pocket. Narrow, gny-col- 
nred satin ribiKin Is run through the 
hem at the waistline, leaving long : 
ends to tie at the side and allowing 
the materlat to he gathered Into a lit- | 
tie fullness. Ribbon run through the ' 
top. of tile pocket is finished at the 
sides with loops and ends, or some- 
times with ro8ette.s. The pocket will , 
accommodate the sewing and the tools 
for sewing, so that tills is a coo- 
venlent apron for use with the sew- 
ing circle ns well ns at home. 

The tea, or serving apron. Is bor- 
dered with a narrow insertion in a 
cluny pattern and edged with val lace 
edging. A vnl lace Insertion set Into 
the material, simulates a true-lovers’ 
kuot. The hand and ties are of the 
organdie or whatever material is used, 
flnislied with very narrow hems along 
the sides and a deeper hem across the 
ends. They tie Ln the hack. A small 
rilibon bow in some light shade or a 
flowerllke ro.sotte sets off the dainti- 
ness of the apron and is used at one 
corner or tlie pocket — if there is one.

ECONOMICAL DISHES. 

A ball or two of well-seasoned ham- 
burger steak la suincieut to season a 
dish of macaroni 
or rice, ranking a 
most substantial 
dish. Break up a 
cupful of maca- 
roni In Inch plecea 
and cover with 
boiling water well 
salted, to cook un- 
til tender. Put a 
layer of the cooked macaroni in a cas- 
serole or granite baking dish, add 
bits of the cooked hnmluirger, a little 
onion Juice and celery salt, a little 
hr<ith or Imtter and water, repeat until 
the mnenroni Is used. I’lnce in the 
oven and linke for a half hour. Green 
peppers and tomatoes may be used for 
seasoning, If so desired. 

Where chestnuts are plentiful they 
may make most dainty, nuirltlous, and 
at the same time, attractive dlslies. 
Chestnuts contain carholiydrates 
wlilch need conking to make them 
more easily digested. Score tiie sliell 
and drop them Into a liot frying pan 
to blanch, wiien blanched remove llie 
slioll and thin brown skin and tlie nut 
Is ready for various uses. Cooked 
until tender, mashed and seasoned 
with fat whieli it lacks, salted and 
peppered. It may lie served as a vege- 
table with steak. 

Chestnut Cakes. — Sliell and hlnnrh 
some good chestnuts, (lien codk in boil- 
ing salted water until tender. Rub 
them liirougli a sieve and to every 
half cupful add the yolk of an egg. 
salt, white pepper, celery salt, and 
onion Juice and Worcestershire sauce, 
to season higlily. Make into neat 
cakes, brush with lieaten egg, roll in 
nne rriimlis, and fry in smoking hot 
fat. Serve as meat. 

Mock Mashed Potatoes. — Cook a 
pound of chestnuts for a quarter of 
an hour, peel and skin them, and cook 
In a quart of milk until very soft. Add 
two tahlespoonfuls of butter, one tea- 
spoonful of sugar, and a teaspoonful 
of salt.. Hub through a sieve and 
serve the same as ma.shod potatoes. 
This makes a nice vegetable to serve 
with chicken, and it has the additional 
advantage that it can be eaten by 
those to whom potatoes are denied. 

Deviled Chestnuts. — Blanch the nuts, 
then put them with a little olive oil 
Into a hot frying pan, and salt and 
cayenne pepper and serve either hot 
or cold. 

Chestnuts cooked until tender, then 
mashed and seasoneil with a well-sea- 
soned stock In which the nuts were 
cooked, nines a most acceptable vege- 
table dish. 
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It appeani that a new name was 
needed for a gurmeiit that is not ex- 
actly a negligee, but Is made strictly 
for Indoor wear, on classic or oriental 
lines.

If you decide upon an “in time** dress 
you may borrow Its style from what 
land you will— Turkish trousers, or 
Jupauese robes, or Greek draperies, or 
what' you will. Ail colors are yours to 
comuiaud. l>ut the “in time’* dress Is 
not to be fussy.

For the busy 
housew’lfe who has but 
one pair of hands to per- 
form nil duties, time is 
a most valuable asset, 
and she has little for 
frills. However a few 
minutes spent in gar- 
nishing and arranging a 
dish will make all the 
(lllTerence between receiving and eat- 
ing it with anticipation, or refusing 
it altogether. So many fetching 
tilings may be done with onlinary 
tilings in the home, for example, a 
whole set of dishes may be iimde from 
n few lemons. Cut 'the lemon that 
has a goml projection for a spout into 
a cream pitclier, cut n ring of rind for 
the bundle, scoop out the pulp and 
voila ! a pitcher, not for cream, but for 
various Jellies. 

Cut a lemon the other way across, 
put on two little handles and have a 
sugar bowl, the half of a lemon a lit- 
tle smaller with one handle will be a 
rup. Pigs, using toothpicks for legs, 
ainy be made, eyes of black pins, .de- 
tighttng the heart of a child. With 
jntes and figs, turtles, with peanuts 
various figures, even a whole man may 
be made hy using toothpicks and cork. 

Fruit Cream.-— Beat the white of an 
pgg. two tublespoonftils of sugar, and 
half a glass of grape Jelly until it is 
stiff enough to stand. Serve lo sher- 
bet cups with a bit of whipped cream 
>n top, 

I Rict Cream.— Blend a talilespoon- 
I tal of rice flour with cold milk, odd it 
I to a plot of scalding milk, a pinch of 
lalt and three tahlespoonfuls of sugar, 
Hwk until well done. Pour out into 
I pretty dish and serve with cream 
! ind more augar If desired. An egg 
I Iropped into a ramekin wlHi a table- 
spoonful of cream, set lo the oven In 
aster and baked Just long enough to 
set the egg. Is delldous when seasoned 
with a dash of salt and paprika. 

In all homes there are some ekoice 
bits of china, glass aod allver, which 
aill be used to advantage on the in- 
ralld'a tray. Colored foods, like Jel- 
les aod gelatin desserts look well lo 
tlusa.

New Metal Discovered. 

A new metal has been dliioovered in 
the Nelson mining district of British 
Columbia by Andrew O. French, and It 
has been named Cu nadluiu. It is allied 
t 9 the platinum group and occurs pure 
in the form ef grain and short crystal- 
line rods, and also un alloy, and assays 
give three ounces or less to the ton. 

Cunudiuiu has a brilliant luster, and, 
like gold and silver and platinum, does 
not oxidize when exposed to the air ; it 
is softer than platinum and Its melting 
point is a great deal lower. The phy- 
sical aud cLemicul properties of the 
metal are to be studi^ at the chemical 
laboratory of the University of Glas- 
gow.

Noted Football Coach It Working 
to Be Army OfRoer. 


At Playtr, Omciai and Ceteh Ha Hm 
B ean In Football Limelight for 
Twenty Yeare— Without 

Fear ae an Athlete. 

Dr. "AI” Sharpe, head coach of the 
Cornell team for the past half dor.en 
years, has answerwl the call of the 
colors and Is working to he an army 
officer at the students' camp near Wa- 
tertown, N. Y. 

As a player, official and coach. Doc- 
tor Sharpe has been In the football 
limelight for 20 years. In his student 
days the former Cornell conch had 
the distinction of winning his varsity 
letter In more branches of sports than 
any other man who over attended Yale 
university. In hasehnll, football, crew, 
track and haskethall Doctor Sharpe 
was without a peer ns a collegiate 
athlete. 

The wonderful personality that won 
him thousands of friends, while an 
athlete, proved an Invaluable asset ns 
a conch. No player was too insignifi- 
cant to escape the eyes of' Poclnr 
Sharpe while he had charge of the 
Cornell squad.

NOTED WRITER ON PUGILISM 

Ninth Marquis of Queenaberry Great 
Patron of Boxing Game— Writ- 
ten Much About Boxers. 

The ninth marquis of Queensberry 
was internationally famous as a writ- 
er on pugilism. His father, the eighth 
marquis, was also a great patron of 
the boxing game, and bis name is in- 
separably connected with the code 
which, now governs fistic contests. 
“The Marquis of Queensberry rules" 
were, however, drawn up by J. O. 
Chambers. The marquis became on 
enthusiastic propagandist of the code, 
designed to rescue boxing from the 
.disrepute into which it had fallen un- 
der the London priae ring rules and 
to eliminate Its more brutal features, 
and soon all fighters and fans on both 
sides of the Atlantic were calling the 
new regulations “the Queensberry 
rules." The present marquis has writ- 
ten much about boxing and boxers 
in the press of both America and Eng- 
land.

Bailors and 
OMiliido wte are detailed to the tntinlng staHoos 
jnay be tavlted out for the day or they may gather 
' alls fbr a program. But the lads 
ly from their loved ones, those 
il|h sells, sdll experience a feel- 
to them. And It Is going to have 
^ . Important Influence, too. Per- 

haps yon have wondered some time or other why 
the tight-fitting blouse, the black hpndkerchief, 
and kis saucy little white cap aeem to give the 
Jackie a more youthful appearpnee than the khaki 
or olive drab do to' the soldier. 

It la not a deception resulting from a marked 
dISerence In the Uniforms. Rather this apparent 
boyish appearance of the Jackies In comparison 
with the soldiers Is a reality. The jackles are 
Jnst boys — the brightest youth of America, who, 
before they have attained their manhood, are 
offering their Uvea to make this* country secure 
from Fmaslanism and to establish peace through- 
out tho worid. 

A spMt of youth permeates the United States 
aav y - a n atmosphere which perhaps Is not to be 
found In 'the army. >Io8t of the boys, who are 
being trained to nwn the battleships, and the 
majority of those who already have met the Ger- 
man fleet In sea battles, are scarcely ont of their 
teens. There is a fascination for the sea, for the 
experience of moving about on the waters and be- 
ing constantly lii dauger of attack from beneath 
the sea or by hostile ships — a something which 
holds a peculiar charm for American youth. And 
so it la that the American navy is composed of 
a great host of young men — youth who seak ad- 
venture. those who are eager to avenge the ter- 
rible atrucitles wrought by Germany. 

Months have passed since many of these young 
Jackies, trnnsforiued in an Incredibly abort time 
from Bcbooibnys to fighting luen-o’-wars’-men, left 
their iHotIuTS and their fathers to Join other 
youths In protwttng our country from the rav- 
ages of a harbarlan foe, Tlieir activities have 
been so strenuous that few have had the time or 
the Inclination to meditate about their homes. But 
all of these hoys have l>een separated from their 
own people long enuugti to give them a sincere 
tanging to visit again hometown and to see mother. 

Men of the anny are better able to combat a 
feeling of boinesicknesa than the Jackies can^ be- 
cause the soldiers have come, as a general rule, 
from the oflices, from the cares of business, from 
colleges, and from situations which have. In their 
vary nature, separated the men, more or leas, 
from their family Interests. Should this state- 
inant sound exaggerated and false let me amend 
It somewhat. The soldiers probably are more 
accustomed to absence frftn home than are the 
sailor boys, most ef whom came directly from tba 
Influence of tbelr mothers and who ar# all by 
themseives for the first time In their careers, coo- 
froaH-- ie of the bigger problems of life. 

Is that this Thanksgiving the many 
' American Itoys who are fighting la 
of defense are going to experience a 
...• awakening— a spiritual change, 
~uicn might not have come to them under normal 
coodltlous until they were much older In years 
sad experience. It util be iierhape tbelr flAt 
Tkanka^vtug day on which they have actually 
taken the time to meditate over the bleaatng a fur 
• hlch they should give thauks. 

The buys probably tiave not prcvlooaly had e^ 
easloa to appredate the home toflueace. They 
mill rejoice la the knowledge that the Doited 
ttutee now haa a navy which measures up to the 
Mot la the awiid. They ulU he glad hefiMae they 
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know that this country Is aiding the allied nations 
In exterminating so-^lled "kultur” and In estab- 
lishing peace on earth for ceaturles at least. The 
buys will give thanks because they have been 
privileged to give their services, their money for 
Liberty bonds and tbelr lives. If necessary, to 
bring to a close this worst struggle of all the ages. 

At the naval stations elaborate programs have 
been prepared. Mrs. William A. Moffett, wife of 
the commandant of Greet Lakes naval training 
station, early conceived the Idee of giving e big 
Tbenksglvlng dinner to the 20,000 bojrs now treln- 
ing there. Actueted by her epiendid mother M>lrlt, 
Kre. Moffett confided her wish to some of her 
frtendsl 

*T3en*t we do something to bring home e little 
closer to the boys for just ond* deyT” Mrs. Moffett 
asked. '’Many of the young boys actually need to 
pass Thsnki^vlng In a real home — they have been 
separated from their own people so long that their 
hearts are calling out for a glimpse Iqto a homo 
wheiw there Is a mother, fhthef, some noisy 
children and home-cooked food.” 

Mrs. Moffett’s Idea quickly became popniav. A 
'committee was formed to secure the boys who 
were to accept the scores of lavltatlons from Chi- 
cagoans and other hospitable people along the 
north shore pf Lake Michigan who showed a do- 
sire to entertain the Jackies on Thanksgiving day. 
Chaplain Charles W. Moore lent his aid In select- 
ing the boys for the Invitations. More than 1,000 
young mon were granted liberty to' visit the homes 
where they are guests of honor for a real Thanks- 


giving dluMM*. Moat of the boys are to be taken 
to church: s eirv i c es before the dinner.

aLWHATWAR did to ROME 


conveniences” enjoyed by the ancient Romans. 
They were wiped out, together with uearly every- 
thing that was worth while in the way of civiliza- 
tion, by barbarous tribes, whose notion of war- 
fare was ’Trightfulness” carried to the ultimate 
extent. These tribes were largely the ancestors 
of the present-day Germans. What they are to- 
day they were then. And what tiiey diiL to Rome 
and to the civUizntItu of which Itora^wus tha 
dominant center put back the progress of the 
world just about eighteen centuries. 


Rome in the days of Augustus was a city of 
more than 1,000,000 persons, and It did not have a 
single hospital. 

The city was built mainly of brick, with narrow, 
tortuous streets. But it had some broad ^and 
well-payed thoroughfares, the fashionable avenue 
being the famous Appian way, which was the 
metropolitan terminus, so to speak, of one of the 
great military roads that radiated from Rome as 
a center to all parts of the empire. 

The houses of the rich, and even those of the 
fairly well-to-do, were supplied with running wa- 
ter. Ko modem system of aqueducts surpassed 
that of ancient Rome, and the water was dis- 
tributed to dwellings by underground pipes that 
furnished the fluid through lead pipe connections 
to tanks elevated on pillars at regular Intervals 
along the street. F'roin these tanks lead pipes 
carried the water to the houses on either side, 
which were provided with faucets aad basins like 
our houses of today. 

This in Itself is a very Interesting fact, because 
even two centuries ago there was no such ade- 
quate system of water supply for cities anywhere 
In the civilised world. In respect of this Import- 
ant item nf elvillzatlon. the destruction of Itome 
by war put the world back about 1,800 years. 

Wben Julius Caesar first visited Alexandria In 
Egypt, the occasion on which he was captured by 
the Greek chumis of Cleopatra, he found there so 
complete an underground water-supply system 
that the city seemed “hollow underneath.” 

The aqueducts of ancient Rome, substantial re- 
mains of which still exist, supplied numerous 
street fountains, at which the people drank, and, 
much more Important, the enoraious bath build- 
ings, erected and maintained at fabulous expense 
by verloQS emperors. 

There were no etreet lampe. Soldiers employed 
as policemen carried torches through the streets. 
It was a method corresponding nearly to that in 
uae-ta European cities a couple of centuries aga 

Stoves were unknown and dwellings were heat- 
ed with braziers of charcoal. Olive oil lamps and 
candles of tallow and wax furnished dome^c Il- 
lumination. House furniture — sofas, chairs, bead- 
steeds and wliat not — much resembled In pattern 
what we have today, and for the riefa was no leas 
luxurious. 

Grain waa ground by watennills and windmills. 
Boats on the Tiber carried mill wheela that were 
driven by the current of the river. Chlckena were 
hatched by Incubators on a great acele for market. 
Ice obtained from mountain heights was atored 
!• eummer time for winter woe. 
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An Odd Flsh—The Sea Horse 

If mermaids were no bigger than some fairies, 
they might have horses to ride. The seu horses 
are creatures familiar enough, though most people 
hav'e never seen one alive. Summer visitors at 
the seashore find them for sale — very dead, and 
dried — at' shops that specialize in murine curios. 

The sen horse (naturalists say) is one of the 
must ancient of fishes. It is one of nature’s 
oddest Imitutions — a “ca'inoufluge,” so to speuk. 

It has a horeelike head, und Its body is so 
shaped us to resemble the neck of that quadru- 
ped. But really, when one comes to exumine It. 
the thing It counterfeits is the “knlgbt" piece of 
the chessboard. 

The sea horse has a tubeltke snout, ot the end 
of which are the mouth and Jaws. Its heud is 
topped by a sort of coronet. Clad in a complete 
suit of armor plates, it cannot flex its body like 
other fishes, und Its flnless thll is of no use for 
locomotion. 

It feeds on small shrimps and otber crusta- 
ceans. Oocasionaliy, uncoiling its tail from tbe 
supporting plant, it swims slowly, not like other 
fishes, but always In a vertical position, its back 
fin vibrating rapidly. 

Like other fishes, the sea horse possesses an 
air-bladder, which Is always distended by a quan- 
tity of gas so exactly adjusted for equilibrium 
that. If a single bubble no larger than tbe head 
of a small pin be extracted, tbe creature falls to 
the bottom and must crawl about until tbe wound 
Is healed and a fresh supply ef gas Bsf been 
secreted. 

But tbe moat remarkable point about tbe sea 
horse Is that the male la provided with an ex- 
ternal atomacb-poucb, In wbirii, at the mating oea- 
aon, tbe female deposlta her egga. Tbe lining 
membrane of the poucb eecretee a nutritious fluid 
on which tits young, when hatched, are fed. When 
they are big enough to take care of themselves 
the father saa horoa rubs his stomach “g*-*"** » 
•inkle shell or some other coovealeot object, euti 
hy thla BMeae feicea them out into the wntat. 
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Map ohewlnt the region where the British hare broken a -great gap throogh the tllndenburg line and ad* 
eenced almost to Cambral.

to prevent a threatened attack by the 
Teutonic forces on the Salonikl front. 
Very large numbers of Qerman troops 
have lMH>n taken from the Russian 
front, and while many of them were 
sent to replace the worn-out divisions 
In Flanders, others probably wert 
turned toward the Greek frontier. 
Not many could be used In Italy owing 
to the narrowness of the fighting front 
there. 

It does not seem reasonable to as* 
sume, from the success of Byng’s at* 
tack, that the allies have any Idea of 
abandoning high explosive artillery 
preparation for such movements In the 
future and depending on the use of 
great masses of Infantry, regardless 
of the consequent heavy casualties. 
Either great droves of tanks such as 
Byng used, or heavy shelling. Is nec* 
essary to open the way for Infantry, 
and It Is likely the tanks alone could 
not have done It If the Germans had 
not been taken so completely by sur- 
prise. 

The movements of the French last 
week w’ere not so sensational as those 
of the .British, but they were of great 
Importance. A strong salient of the 
German line to the south of Juvln* 
court was attacked and partly straight- 
ened out, and all the posltlpns recent- 
ly won north of the Chemin des Dames 
were maintained. It Is not unlikely 
that the Germans will be forced to a 
line north of Loon, losing that very 
Important city.

ceased to fear the submarine menace, 
and that the only other thing that 
could shatter the allies’ hope of vic- 
tory was lack of unity. That, he as- 
serted, was now to be 'remedied. 

Next day. In the Anglo-American 
war council, the premier made his call 
for as many American troops as pos- 
sible, and said the easing of the posi- 
tion of the allies depends entirely on 
the dates on which the American pro- 
gram of launching six millions of ship- 
ping In 1918 comes Into practical ef- 
fect. He asserted that the most dras 
tic food restrictions were about to be 
placed on the people of the British 
Isleo, and said he regarded the tight- 
ening of the blockade as of next im- 
portance. 

Russia Asks an Armistlee. 

The Russian government— meaning 
the bolshevikl group In control of Pet- 
rograd — on Wednesday Instructed 
General Bukhonln, the commander In 
chief, to open negotiations for an arm- 
istice, with the commanders of the en- 
emy armies. Bokhonin refused and 
was deposed, being succeeded by Bn- 
■Ign 'N. Krylenko of the navy. The 
kalaqr Is reported already to have 
refusdd to treat concerning peace 
with any but the legalised suc- 
cessors to the government of the 
exar or. the constitutional assembly 
when It meets, but the way in which 
hg has denuded his eastern line of 
troops shows he has no further fear 
^ hostile action by the Russians, 
whether of' nut he Is Justified In this 
attitude Is uncertain, for there coma 
from Russia stories of violent protests 
against a separate peace by the peo- 
{Ae, and In some cases by the soldiers. 

General . JCalodInoa, hatmao ut the 
Don Cossacks, was reported to. be 
cflmr^ing toward Moscow with a large 
_ army, and In a very roundabout way 
came the story that these troops had 
i>een turned over to Grand Duke Nich- 
olas, cousin of the former esar. In pur- 
stumce of a plan to restore the mon- 
archy with the grand duke as_ regent 
Latest reports of Kerensky were that 
he- was at Luga with two army corps 
that remained loyal to his faction. The 
fallen premier, however, seems to be 
quite out of the reckoning. 

The dismemberment of Russia pro- 
ceeded with the declaration of the In- 
dependence of the Ukraine, and a coro- 
promlsO between the Socialist and 
Bourgeois parties lit Finland directed 
against the Russian soldiery. It Is 
said 860,000 Ukrainian troops have 
been recalled from the front. 

In view of the conditions In Russia, 
the United States has stopped the 
shipment of supplies to that country. 

Restrictions on Enemy Allens. 

President Wilson opened the week 
auspiciously hy Issuing the long-need 
ed order placing all enemy aliens un- 
der strict surveillance and Imposing 
drastic restrictions on them. They are 
barred from the District of Columbia 
and Panama, from all shipping cen- 
ters and all domestic waters except on 
public ferries, and may not travel oi 
change their place of abode or occu- 
pation without permission. All enemy 
aliens are to he required to register. 
The pritclaraatlon applies only to Ger 
roan oltlxens or subjects at present, 
but congress may he asked to declare 
war against Austria-Hungary, so that 
the thousands of Austrian subjects 
also may he placed under surveillance. 

Squelching the opposition of a few 
pacifists, the American Federation of 
I.alM)r, In convention nt Buffalo, em- 
phatically indorsed the |>osltlon of 
President Oompers. that union labor 
roust work hand In hand with PresI 
dent WIIhuii and place the needs of 
the nation uhove all other considera- 
tions In questions involving the work- 
lii(;ninn's part In the prosecution of the 
war. 

As a result of a long conference 
Tfiursdny afternoon between President 
Wilson and the presidents of the four 
hroflierhoods of railway employees 
the chief executive believed the danger 
of a general railway strike was greativ 
lessened If nut wholly ave^ed. Mr. 
Wilson intimated that he thought the 
men should have higher wages, and the 
brotherhood heads said that, though 
they could not promise there would be 
no strike, they would ’’co-operate with 
the government to the utmost extent 
in arriving at a just and equitable as 
well as isiirlotic c<jnciu«ion.“

Lieut Gen. Sir Julian Byng sranahed 
a great hole in the Hindenburg line 
between 8t. Quentin and the Scarpe. 
General Dlax ahd his heroic Italians 
put a atop for the time being to the 
Teuton attacks on roost of the Piave 
river line. General Allenby and the 
British nrmy in Palestine moved 
steadily on to the envelopment of Je- 
rusalem. The French struck the 
crown prince's forces a hard blow In 
the Alsuc sector. President Wilson 
placed the severest restrictions on en- 
emy aliens In the United Stales. 

Altogether It was not a pleasant 
woek for Raiser Wilhelm. 

General Byng’a sensational advance, 
which was beriih Tll^ay auu con- 
tinued through the w.pek, was hailed 
as the greatest British victory since 
the Somme. Its success was due lanle* 
ly to the element of surprise, for the 
Br\Uah had been delivering their pre- 
paratory artillery fire much farther 
north and then suddenly attacked In 
the Cambral sector, taking the Ger- 
mans quite nnawarea General Byng, 
who devised the plan and whose army 
carried It out, first sent out a great 
number of tanka, and as these cleared 
away the barbed-wire entanglement! 
and broke through two of the strong- 
est Hoes In the German defense sys- 
tem In the west, the Infantry and cav- 
alry followed with a rush that car- 
ried all before It. The Germans were 
demornllzed, and for many hours of- 
fered little resistance, aurrendering 
by the thousand, and the British 
moved rapidly forwnnl. taking village 
after village, and qiiicklj/ consolidat- 
ing the enemy positions, which had not 
been badly demolished by shell fire. 

Almost to Cambral. 

On WednfMulay the resistance of the 
enemy stiffened cnnsldf>rahly, but to 
no avail, for the British pushed on un- 
til they had put behind them the towns 
of Mosnieres. Maiming, RIbfcourt. 
Havrinconrt, Oralncourt and Flea- 
qulerea. The tanka still were leading 
the way, and co-operating with them 
were the mounteil forces, which have 
had BO little opportunity for real ac- 
tion. By Thunuiay noon Byng's troops 
were but little more than two miles 
from Carohrul, and hia hig guns had 
begun to shell that most Important 
Oerman Iihso and railway c«*nter. 

The British swiftly built roads and 
light rail ways across the captunnl sec- 
tion up tti their new Hues and also be- 
gan to wldt'o out their salient, which 
It first was diiuKerously sharp, frown 
Prince Itiipprecht rushed up masses 
of tr<s*ps and t<M>k up a strung (Misitloii 
III Boiirloii wood Just north of the 
British Hullciit, doinlnutlng the iimiie- 
dlste region, lie also pushed the ad- 
vance posts of the Briiisli out of Fon- 
taine Notre Daiue. hut they held and 
rousolfdateil all the rest of the terri- 
tory they had gained. 

The seens-y \ihicli euvelo|>ed the 
pre|taratious fur this great luovcinenl 
was nsKoiiM'liig and s|H*aks vulutJies 
fur tha skill of the British coimaand 
ers and the etticlency of the aviation 
corps which prevented the eueiny air 
scouts from discuveriug the masKiiii; 
of ti4>o|Ki and tanks. The fauiliiu> 
sector had heeu quiet for a long lime. 
Bud the Germans considered that part 
of their defense Hues iin|iregiiat*le.

The remarkable tenacity with which 
the Italians held on to their Piave 
river line and Its continuation In the 
mountains between the Piave and the 
Brenta so checked the Austro-Genusn 
advance that attacks virtually ceased 
during the first half of the week. On 
Thnrsday, however, the enemy began 
a great mass attack on the upper Pi- 
ave where It bends to the northeaat 
into the Belluno Alps. The German 
commander brought Into action picked 
troops of the Prussian guards, some 
of the best units from the west and 
Russian fronts and a large body of 'the 
notoriously brutal mountaineers from 
lower Hungary. 

Amsriesn Troops Doing Ovsr Fast. 

It is no breach of confidential Infor- 
mation to state now that the transpor- 
tation of American troops to Europe 
Is going forward with Increasing rapid- 
ity, and that General Pershing prob- 
ably will have a million men In his 
command by next summer. The train- 
ing of a great part of the National 
army will l)e curtailed in Amcrick and 
cnmpleteil quickly on French atiil. 
The British government has now come 
over to the view of tho French war 
coininlsslon that visited us. and Is 
urging that our troops got Into action 
In ns large nuinhors and ns swiftly as 
Is possible. This has been the pro- 
gram of the ndminlstmtlon fur some 
time, and the sldp-huildlng program 
has he<‘ii siiee<led up accordingly. In 
fact. President Wilson Is insisting on 
swiftness in nil depurtiuents, uud on 
Monday he made his requirements In 
this line clefir to various cuhinet olfi- 
cers and other ofllcluls.

A Washington dispatch says; All 
men of draft age who are certified 
by their employers as ossentia! to 
any phase of the emergency ship con- 
slructiou program will be exempreJ 
I from military service, according to 
I a statement made by Meyer Bloom- 
j field of Boston, head of the Industrial 
j service department of the fleet ^’or- 
I poration. Essential ship workers v i'l 
' not only be exempted from service 
under the next draft. Mr. Bloomflell 
Slated, but under all succeeding 
; drafts so long as the necessity for 
their service on ship construc*.i''n 
continues. The department has a.'- 
, ready forwarded to all shipyards 1 
; working on government construction I 
; a set of forms and regulations gov- 1 
I erning the exemption of ship work- 
' ers. Explaining the exemption policy 
I to be folloa'ed by the shipping board, 

I Mr. Bloomfield said: 

“Men who work on ship construc- 
tion are doing as vital a work for 
national defence as anything that 
one can mention at this ttme» Our 
allies are all in agreement on th's. 
For this reason, men whose work is 
needed in the shipyards will, if tbev 
are of draft age, upon our receiving 
word ot this effect from the ship- 
>-urdi, have their names registered 
through us with the local ezempMon 
boards as specially deferred as far 
as the call to military service is 
concerufKl. I^cal exemption boards 
will keep a special file for this pur- 
pose which will be knoa*n as the 
‘Emergency fleet file.’ ’’

We 
all know the value of cornmeal mush, 
both ns a cereal and ns a breakfast 
dish sliced and fried. Nuts, fruit, or 
bits of meat added to the hot mush 
make It more pulatnblc and more nour- 
ishing. 

In most of the breads n little wheat 
flour is essential to keep the materials 
together and when yeast In usckI to 
provide the gluten to hold In the gases 
so that the bread will rise. 

Riea Muffins.-- Sift together half a 
capful of cornmeal, u cupful of pastry, 
a half teaspoonful of salt, four tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, two ta- 
blespoonfuls of sugar. Beat one egg 
and one egg yolk, add n half cupful of 
milk, and when well mixed with the 
dry ingredients, add three tabl^poon- 
fnls of melted shortening with a cup- 
ful of boiled rice. Bake in well but- 
tered muflin pans 25 minutes. The 
rice should be boiled tender and be 
quite moist. 

When serving rice In various ways 
care should be taken to see that It is 
well done, as It la uqwholesome un- 
der done. 

Bran Bread,— Scald a cupful of milk, 
add two tablespoonfuls of shortening, 
a half teaspoonful of salt and three 
tablespoonfuls of molasses. When 
lukewarm add a cake of yeast soft- 
ened sn a quarter of a cupful of water, 
add o^e cupfuL of. entire wheat floue 
and to make a soft dough. Do 
not knMd. Let stapd-well covered nn- 
tllv light, imt down and turn into a 
breadpao. When doubled in bulk, bake 
onejpnr.

Inches long. This Is sewed to the 
front of the cap and turned back to 
form the facing. Narrow ribbon may 
be threaded through the edge of the 
cap at the bottom, to draw It In close 
about the neck, and to tie under the 
chin, or n cord made of the yarn, fin- 
ished with little tassels of yarn, may 
he used Instead. 

The wipes, or sponges, are nine 
Inches squore and knitted loosely. 
When binding off every alternate 
stitch is dropped ; this makes the 
square soft and spongy. There are 
different ways of knitting them to get 
this same effect, but they are less sim- 
ple. The work for the Red Cross 
benefits the children in many ways, so 
that they are helping themselves as 
well as others. They are much more 
keenly Interested In the war than they 
otherwise would be, and their patriot- 
ism Is stimulated by all that they do 
and learn. 


The younger school children are 
proving themselves Immensely helpful 
ip work for the Red Cross. They are 
enthusiastic and surprisingly persist- 
ent. They soon learn how to make 
nil the small, simple knitted articles 
of wool or cotton. Including squares of 
wool yarns for quilts or comforters, 
nnd the simplest of baby bonnets and 
mufflers. From knitting cotton they 
make wipes or sponges for hospital 
use, and of outing flannel or eiderdown 
the girls of twelve or more are mak- 
ing bootees, nnd caps for Infant wear. 
Their efforts have been directed to- 
ward doing things that will help keep 
the shivering throngs of Europe warm 
during the coming winter. They have 
turned out thousands upon thousands 
of rayon heaters, and cannot get too 
many of these. 

For the little squares of knitted yam 
that are afterward sewed together 
Into quilts odds and ends of wool are 
used, us the color makes no difference. 
They should be six Inches square 
when finished, and -for yarn of the 
average sixe 86 stitches are cast on, 
coarse yam requires a few less, and 
finer a few more. In the city schools 
the younger boys and girls knit the 
squares, and the older girls Join them, 
and line the quilt with flannel, or some 
such material. The plain garter stitch 
Is used for all these articles. 

For baby bonnets of wool yam; 80 
stitches are cast on and a strip 16 
Inches long Is knitted. This Is fold- 
ed crosswise at the center and the 
edges on one glde sewed together, 
forming the cap. A facing is knitted 
for the front of the cap, usually In a 
contrasting color. For this 12 stitches 
are cast on and the strip knitted 15

Oelery to be u^ for the table, 
should be thoroughly chilled. By add- 

lemon or a 
dosh of vinegar to the 
water, the celery is kept 
white and made crisp. 

Apple and Cheeu 
xR MV jl Salad.— Wipe and pare 
^ E t Jy apples and scoop out 24 
balls, using a French 
vegetable cutter. Mar- 
inate with French dressing and chill 
thoroughly. Maah a cream cheese, and 
add a tablespoonful of chopped pl- 
mentoes, and three-fourths of a tea- 
spoonful of salt. Shape into 12 balls 
the same slse as the apple bulls and 
roll In finely chopped parsley. Ar- 
range a bed of crisp heart leaves of 
lettuce, sprinkle over it the celery cut 
In fine strips an Inch and a half in 
lengtli. Arrange the balls on the let- 
tuce and serve with French dress- 
ing. 

Turnip Cones.- Wash and pare tur- 
nips and cut in cono or cube shape, us- 
ing a vegetable nitler; there should 
be three cupfuls. Put them Into a cas- 
serole, add a half teaspoonful of 
salt, one and a half teasiioonfula of 
sugar, one-fourth of a cupful of sweet 
fnt, a dash of pepper, and a half cup- 
ful of boiling water. Cover and biill 
until the turnips are tender, about an 
hour and a half. 

Brown Giblet Gravy.— Pour off all the 
liquid in the pan In which the tur- 
key has been roasted. From the 
liquid skim off six talilespoonfuls of 
fat and return It to the roasting pan, 
add six ublespoonfuls of flour and 
stir until well blended, then cook qntll 
well browned. Pour on gradually, 
while stirring constantly, three cup- 
fuls of stock. If you have none, use 
any vegetable water that vegetablea 
have been rooked In, auch aa potato 
water, stir and cook until amooth, aea- 
aon and strain. To ot>talo stot*k cov- 
er the giblets, neck and wing ti|w with 
five cupfuls of cold water and let sJno- 
oser until reduced to three rupfnla. 
The giblets are finely diopped and 
added to the gravy.
